REPORT  OF  TRIAL  BOARD. 

A  communication  was  received 
from  the  Trial  Board,  to  which  was 
referred  at  the  meetings  of  Jan.  30

the  Schoolhouse  Custodian  making 
charges  against  certain  custodians, 
reporting  that  the  Trial  Board  con- 
ducted a  hearing  in  these  three  cases 
on  Mar.  23,  1922,  which  was  attended 
by  the  three  members  of  the  Trial 
Board,  by  Schoolhouse  Commissioner 
Mahar,  by  the  Schoolhouse  Custodian 
and  by  the  custodians  concerned. 

The  following  reports,  findings  and 
recommendations  in  these  three 
cases  are  now  respectfully  submitted: 

George  J.  Thornton,  custodian, 
Choate    Burnham    School-house: — 

The  classes  in  this  building  were 
dismissed  on  Feb.  17,  1922,  because 
of  an  accident  which  happened  to  the 
heating  apparatus. 

FINDING — That  the  damage  was 
due  to  a  defect  or  exposed  condi- 
tion of  a  pipe  which  resulted  in 
the  freezing  up  and  giving  way  of 
an  elbow,  for  which  the  custodian 
was  not  responsible.  In  this  finding 
the  Schoolhouse  Commission  concurs. 

RECOMMENDATION  —  That  the 
charges  against  the  custodian  be  dis- 
missed and  the  matter  placed  on  file. 
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William  Murphy,  custodian,  Frances 
E.    Willard   School-house: 

In  this  case  it  was  necessary  to 
suspend  the  sessions  of  this  school  for 
several  days  beginning  Feb.  27,  1922, 
because  of  an  accident  to  the  boiler 
and  an  underground  pipe  to  which  the 
custodian  had  no  means  of  access. 

FINDING— That  this  accident  was 
due  to  defective  apparatus  and  the 
custodian  was  not  responsible  there- 
for. In  this  finding  the  Schoolhouse 
Commission  concurs. 

RECOMMENDATION  —  That  the 
charge  against  the  custodian  be  dis-; 
missed  and  that  the  matter  be  placed 
on  file. 

Henry  Keenan,  custodian,  William 
Brewster   School-house: 

The  sessions  of  this  school  were 
suspended  for  three  days  during  the 
first  school  week  in  January  because 
of  the  freezing  of  returns  and  damage 
to  one  section  of  the  boiler  involving 
an  expense  of  approximately  $225,  of 
which  perhaps  $165  was  due  to  the 
failure  of  the  custodian  properly  to 
drain  the  apparatus  on  a  cold  night. 

The  custodian  states  that  he  has  no 
valid  excuse  to  offer  and  that  the  acci- 
dent resulted  from  an  oversight  for 
which  he  cannot  account. 

In  view  of  Mr.  Keenan's  long  and 
faithful  service  and  the  attitude  of 
the  Schoolhouse  Commission  in  the 
matter  the  Trial  Board  takes  a  more 
lenient  view  of  the  incident  than  it 
otherwise  would  feel  justified  in  doing. 

FINDING— That  this  accident  was 
due  to  an  oversight  on  the  part  of  the 
custodian  in  not  properly  appreciating 
that  the  temperature  during  the  night 
on  which  the  accident  occurred  was 
so  low  as  to  require  him  to  take"- addi- 
tional care  and  precaution,  and  that 
he  is,  therefore,  guilty  of  an  oversight 
in  the  management  of  the  apparatus 
under  his  charge. 

RECOMMENDATION— That  the  cus- 
todian be  reprimanded  for  his  failure 
to   exercise  due  care  on  the  night  in  ' 
question.

1922,  report- 
ing that  it  has  carefully  considered 
the  resolutions  adopted  by  the 
Thomas  J.  Fitzg-erald  Post,  Veterans 
of  Foreign  "Wars,  referred  to  that 
Board  for  investigation  and  report 
at  the  meeting  of  the  School  Com- 
mittee, held  on  March  20,  1922;  that 
the  Board  is  alert  to  the  danger  of 
false  doctrines  and  unpatriotic  teach- 
ings, and  is  in  sympathy  with  every 
movement  which  aims  to  secure  high 
patriotic  ideals  and  loyalty  to  the 
United  States  of  America;  exa-mines 
with  especial  care  histories  submit- 
ted for  its  approval;  and  believes 
that  the  teachers'  of  Boston  are  a 
loyal  and  intelligent  body;  and  if  a 
teacher  should  fail  in  this  respect, 
or  a  text-book  contain  view-s  or  state- 
ments which  appear  to  be  erroneous 
or  anti- American,  the  Board  will  wel- 
come any  information  to  that  effect 
and  will  take  active  measures  to  cor- 
rect any  impropriety  in  statement  or 
teaching.

ANNUAL  APPROPRIATION  ORDER 

The  Board  took  up  for  consideration 
the  annual  estimates  and  appropria- 
tion order,  prepared  and  submitted  by 
the  Business  Agent,  in  accordance 
with  the  rules,  as  f9llows: 
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BUDGET. 
APPROPRIATIONS,   1922-23.

To  the  School  Committee: 

In  compliance  with  paragraph  2  of 
Section  99  of  the  Rules,  I  submit  here- 
with the  estiinates  and  itemized  appro- 
priation order  to  cover  the  expenses 
of  the  public  schools  for  the  financial 
year  February  1,  1922,  to  January  31, 
1923,   both  included. 

These  estimates  show  the  cost  of 
maintenance  of  the  public  schools  on 
ihe  basis  existing  December  1,  1921, 
arid  the  costs  of  any  provisions  for 
growth  or  expansion  of  any  kind  are 
set  forth  separately. 

Under  the  established  practice  for  a 
great  many  years  the  salaries  for  the 
month  of  January  and  the  bills  for 
the  months  of  December  and  January 
have  been  paid  out  of  the  appropria- 
tion for  the  financial  year  beginning 
on  the  first  day  of  February  following. 
Under  a  recent  decision  of  the  Cor- 
poration Counsel,  all  liabilities  con- 
tracted within  the  financial  year  must 
be  provided  for  out  of  the  revenue  for 
the   year. 

Such  a  change  in  accounting  meth- 
ods would  necessitate  either  the 
payment  of  the  salaries  for  thirteen 
months  and  the  bills  for  fourteen 
monthf  out  of  the  appropriations  for 
one  year,  or  the  salaries  for  the  month 
of  January  and  the  bills  for  the 
months  of  Deceinber  and  January 
must  be  cared  for  out  of  some  special 
fund  set  up  for  the  purpose. 

The  City  Auditor,  with  the  approval 
of  the  iMayor,  has  set  aside  a  fund 
called  the  "Special  Account  1921-22" 
to  be  used  during  the  current  year  for 
taking  care  of  the  salaries  for  the 
month  of  January,  1922,  and  the  bills 
for  December,  1921,  and  January,  1922, 
and  any  other  unpaid  accounts  far  the 
financial  year  1921-22,  with  the  un- 
dei  standing  tliat  the  School  Commit- 
tee shall  contribute  thereto  all  of  its 
unexpended  balances  for  the  past 
financial  year. 

Beginning  February  1,  1922,  esti- 
mates will  be  based  upon  the  liabilities 
incurred  during  the  financial  year,  and 
each  financial  year  thereafter  the  ap- 
propriations are  to  be  made  for  the 
■obligations  entered  into  during  the 
financial  year. 

The  immediate  effect  of  this  change 
of  methods  on  the  budget  for  the 
financial  year  1922-23  will  be  to  re- 
duce the  appropriating  power  of  the 
School  Committee  by  the  amount  of 
the  unexpended  balance  for  the  past 
financial  year  and  the  excess  of  in- 
come for  that  year  over  the  amount 
estimated. 

The  average  valuation  of  the  city 
for  the  three  years  1919,  1920  and 
1921,  with  all  abatements  allowed  up 
to  December  31,  1921,  as  certified  to 
his  Honor  the  Mayor  by  the  Board  of 
Assessors,  is  $1,557,388,410.46.  This 
is  the  sum  upon  which  all  appropria- 
tions by  the  City  Council  and  the 
■School  Committee  for  the  financial 
year   1922-23   are  based. 

The  School  Committee  is  authorized 
by  law  to  appropriate  the  following 
sums  : 

(a)  Six  dollars  and  thirty  cents 
upon  each  one  thousand  dollars  of  the 
valuation  of  the  city  for  general  school 
purposes.  (Chapter  206  of  the  Special 
Acts  of  1919,  chapter  249  of  the  Spe- 
cial Acts  of  1919,  and  chapter  641  of. 
the   Acts    of   1920.) 


(b)  One  dollar  and  sixty-three 
cents  upon  each  one  thousand  dollars 
of  the  valuation  of  the  city  for  the 
construction  and  furnishing  of  new 
school  buildings,  both  temporary  and 
permanent,  including  the  takin-g  of 
land  therefor,  and  for  school  yards 
and  the  preparing  of  school  yards  for 
use,  and  for  the  rent  of  hired  school 
accommodations.  (Chapter  206  of  the 
Special  Acts  of  1919  and  chapter  524 
of  the    Acts    of    1920.) 

(c)  Eighty-four  cents  upon  each 
one  thousand  dollars  of  the  valuation 
of  the  city  for  the  alteration  and  re- 
pair of  school  buildings,  and  for 
furniture,  fixtures  and  means  of  es- 
cape in  case  of  Are.  and  for  fire  pro- 
tection for  existing  buildings,  and  for 
improving  existing  school  yards.

(d)  Eleven  cents  ipon  each  one 
thousand  dollars  of  the  valuation  of 
the  city  for  organizing  and  conducting 
physical  training  and  exercises,  athlet- 
ics, sports,  games  and  play,  and  for 
providing  apparatus,  equipment  and 
facilities  for  the  same  in  buildings, 
yards  and  playgrounds  under  the  con- 
trol of  the  School  Committee,  or  upon 
any  other  land  which  the  committee 
may  have  the  right  to  use  for  this 
purpose,  under  the  provisions  of  chap- 
ter 295  of  the  Acts  of  1907.  (Chapter

EQUAL  PAY  FOR  EQUAL  SERV-

The  present  salary  schedule,  espe- 
cially as  it  establishes  certain  rela- 
tioiiHhir»s  in  the  compensation  of  vari- 
ous grouiJH  of  teachers,  Is  the  result  of 
long  experience  and  study  and  careful 
consideration  of  the  various  Interests 
involved.  Any  substantial  disturbances 
of  these  existing  financial  relations 
will  Inevitably  lead  to  numerous 
changes  and  readjustment."?  to  an  ex- 
tent that  cannot  be  foreseen.  For 
example:  if  the  pending  petition  of 
women  teachers  in  high  schools  be 
grantcil  III"  HiiTerential  between  their 
salai.N-  ami  i  ha  I  of  women  teachers  in 
InterrniMlial  e  and  elementary  schools 
will  be  increased  from  $.o32  to  $1276. 

Very  probably  the  teachers  of  inter- 
mediate schools  would  then  request 
that  the  present  differential  between 
their  group  and  teachers  of  high 
schools  be  maintained,  and  that  their 
salaries  be  increased  accordingly. 
Thereupon  the  teachers  of  Grades  vtl 
and  VIII  who  are  not  in  the  intermedi- 
ate school  organization,  but  who  in 
many  instances  are  performing  serv- 
ices comparable  with  those  in  inter- 
mediate schools,  likewise  would  de- 
mand an  increase  in  salary.  It  is  not 
unlikely,  furthermore,  that  teachers  of 
Grades  I  to  VI  in  elementary  school.? 
would  also  petition  for  a  raise  in  sal- 
ary. Thus  practically  the  entire  sal- 
ary schedule  would,  of  necessity,  be 
revised  upward,  and  the  cost  of  the 
various  increases  that  would  inevi- 
tably result  by  raising  the  salary  of 
women  teachers  In  the  high  schools 
would  amount  approximately  to  $1,- 
500,000. 

But  since  the  entire  school  appro- 
priation for  the  current  year  will  be 
consumed  in  defraying  the  expenses 
already  authorized,  and  since  there  is 
no  money  available  in  the  budget  for 
granting  increases  to  any  one  of  the 
groups  enumerated  above,  the  School 
Committee  is  forced  to  record  itself 
unable  to  grant  the  request  of  the  pe- 
titioners.

AMENDMENT  TO  REGULATIONS- 
LENGTHENING  OF  TERM  OF 
DAY   SCHOOLS. 

The  following  was  offered: 
ORDERED,  Thait  the  regulations  are 

hereby  amended  as  follows: 
Section  151,  paragraph  1.     Strike  out 

the  words  "second  Wednesday"  in  the 


second  line,  and  substitute  in  place 
thereof  the  words— Wednesday  follow- 
ing the  first  Monday;  strike  out  the 
words  "preceding  the  second  Wednes- 
day" in  the  twelfth  line,  and  substi- 
tute in  place  thereof  the  words— fol- 
lowing the  first  Monday— so  that  the 
paragraph  will   read  as  follows: 

SECT.  151.  1.  The  regular  term 
of  all  day  schools  shall  begin  on  the 
Wednesday  following  the  first  Monday 
m  September,  and  shall  end  as  fol- 
lows :  Normal,  Latin  and  day  high 
schools,  at  the  close  of  the  session  on 
Wednesday  of  the  second  calendar 
week  immediately  preceding  the 
Fourth  of  July;  all  other  day 
schools  at  the  close  of  the  final 
session  on  Thursday  of  the  second 
calendar  week  immediately  preceding 
the  Fourth  of  July.  Teachers,  except 
those  whose  vacations  are  otherwise 
established  by  the  regulations,  shall 
report  for  duty  at  9  o'clock  a.  m  on 
the  Tuesday  following  the  first  Mon- 
day m  September,  and  shall  continue 
on  duty  except  on  such  days  as  the 
sessions  of  the  schools  are  suspended 
or  unless  leave  of  absence  is  granted 
m  accordance  with  the  regulations, 
until  the  close  of  the  term.  Members 
ot  the  supervising  staff,  except  those 
whose  vacations  are  otherwise  estab- 
lished by  the  regulations,  shall  con- 
tmue  on  duty  until  the  close  of  the 
term  of  the  schools  in  which  they  are 
respectively  employed,  or  if  not  em- 
ployed m  particular  schools,  up  to  and 
including  the  Friday  of  the  final  week 
of  the  term.  Principals  of  Normal, 
Latin  and  day  high  schools  may  re- 
qtiire  the  attendance  of  teachers  on 
Thursday  and  Friday  of  the  final  week 
ot  the  term  for  assistance  at  graduat- 
ing exercises  or  for  the  completion  of 
records  and  reports,  and  principals  of 
all  other  day  schools  may  require  such 
attendance  on  Friday  of  the  final  week 
ot  the  term  for  similar  purposes.  The 
collection  of  text  books  and  supplies 
shall  not  be  begun  earlier  than  Wed- 
nesday of  the  final  week  of  the  term.

REPORT  ON  TRIAL  BOARD. 

A  communication  was  received  from 
the  Trial  Board,  under  date  of  Sept. 
26,  1922,  to  whom  was  referred  at  the 
meeting  of  Sept.  11,  1922  (see  p.  117),  a 
report  from  the  Schoolhouse  Custo- 
dian of  damage  to  the  boiler  in  the 
Ta^ppan  School-house  on  May  IS,  1922, 
which  did  not,  however,  involve  dis- 
missal of  school,  reporting  that  the 
Trial  Board  has  held  two  'Hearings  in 
this  matter:  The  first  on  Sept.  19, 
which  was  attended  by  the  custodian 
concerned  Mr.  William  D.  Pox,  and  by 
the  Schoolhouse  Custodian  ;  and  the  sec- 
ond on  Sept.  22,  which  was  also  at- 
tended by  the  custodian,  the  School- 
house  Custodian,  and  Schoolhouse 
Commissioner  Mahar,  the  latter  sub- 
mitting a  report  of  an  examination 
made  by  an  inspector  of  the  insurance 
company. 

From  the  report  submitted,  it  ap- 
pears that  nine  sections  of  the  boiler 
have  been  damaged  because  of  low 
water ;  and  on  account  of  the  great 
age  of  the  boiler,  wnlch  has  been  in 
service  for  about  thirty  years,  and  the 
difficulty  in  securing  new  sections 
therefor,  the  Schoolhouse  Commis- 
sioners decided  to  install  a  new  boiler 
in  place  thereof,  at  a  total  cost  of 
about  $1100. 

From  the  statement  of  the  custo- 
dian, it  appears  that  on  the  date  in 
question  he  was  asked  to  furnish  some 
heat   in   the  building.     The   boiler   had 
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boon  undor  banked  fires  for  about  five 
days.  The  custodian  started  up  the 
flro,  and  at  the  tiino  noticed  that  the 
gauge  ulass  showed  about  one  and 
one-half  inches  of  water.  lie  did  not 
inspect  the  biow-off  cock  to  see 
whether  It  was  open  or  clos'cd  ;  he  did 
not  test  the  gauge  glass  to  see 
whether  It  was  operative;  and  he  did 
not  try  the  gauge  cocks  on  the  boiler 
to  det'orniinc  whetlier  the  water  level 
shown  in  the  gauge  glass  was  correct. 

After  starting  up  his  fire,  he 
opened  up  the  feed  valve  to  admit 
additional  water  to  the  boiler,  when 
his  attention  was  attracted  by  some 
sound;  whcMcupon  he  sliut  off  the 
feed,  inspected  ilic  lioiler,  and  found 
'hat  a  nuiidici-  nf  sections  were 
cracked  and  the  boiler  emptied  of 
water,  the  fusible  plug  had  blown, 
and  the  Dlow-off  cock  was  partly 
open. 

FINDING — That  the  accident  was 
due  to  the  negligence  of  the  cus. 
todian  in  that  he  allowed  the  boiler 
to  go  for  a  substantial  period  of 
time  without  testing  the  gauge  glass, 
trying  the  gauge  cocks,  or  inspecting- 
the  blow-off  cock,  in  consequence  of 
which  the  water  was  allowed  to  es- 
cape from  the  boiler  without  his 
knowledge,  and  the  boiler  was  dam- 
aged beyond   possibility  of  repali-. 

RECOMMENDATION  —  That  the 
custodian  be  fined,  the  sum  of  fifteen 
dollars  ($15),  to  be  deducted  from 
his  weekly  compensation  at  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  Business  Agent,  at  a 
rate  not  exceeding  three  dollars  ($3) 
per  week. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the 
recommendation  contained  therein 
adopted.

and  in  the  kindergartens  an  increase 
of  70  pupils.  Were  the  figures  for 
the  ninth  grade  intermediate  schools 
included  in  the  membership  of  tlie 
day  high  schools,  these  schools 
would  show  a  total  increase  of  2,109 
pupils.

On  motion  of  the  Superintendent,  it

ORDERED,  That  the  Superintend- 
ent is  hereby  authorized  in  his  dis- 
cretion and  until  otherwise  ordered, 
to  conduct  an  additional  after-school 
class  in  lip  reading  in  the  Horace 
Mann  School,  for  upper  grade  pupils 
of  the  day  elementary  schools,   mak-- 
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ing  two  in  all;  and  that  the  employ- 
ment of  Lillian  Church  as  teacher  for 
said  class  is  hereby  authorized,  com- 
pensation to  be  at  the  rate  of  three 
dollars  ($3)  for  each  period  of  serv- 
ice. 


REPORT  ON  AND  REVIEW  OP 
CERTAIN  TEXT  BOOKS  IN  HIS- 
TORY USED  IN  THE  SCHOOLS. 
AND  ORDER  RELATING  THERE- 
TO. 

The  following  was  presented: 
On  October  23  the  City  Council  unan- 
imously passed  an  order  requesting  the 
School  Committee  to  give  a  hearing  for 
the  consideration  of  certain  objections 
made  to  the  use  in  the  public  schools 
of  this  city  of  "School  History  of  the 
United  States,"  revised  1920,  by  Albert 
Bushnell  Hart;  Burke's  "Speech  on 
Conciliation,"  edited  by  C.  H.  Ward 
1919  ;  and  "American  History,"  by  D. 
S.  Muzzey.  The  preface  to  the  Ward 
edition  of  Burke's  "Speech  on  Concili- 
ation" was  found  to  be  in  certain  re- 
spects objectionable,  and  the  book, 
therefore,  has  been  dropped  from  the 
list. 

In  compliance  with  this  request  the 
School  Committee  appointed  for  a  hear- 
ing the  late  afternoon  of  Wednesday, 
November  15,  and  in  response  to  a 
further  request  that  the  hearing  be  in 
the  evening  rather  than  in  the  after- 
noon in  order  to  meet  the  convenience 
of  the  members  of  the  City  Council,  the 
hour  was  changed  to  8  o'clock  P.  M. 
on  that  day.  The  City  Council  was 
represented  at  the  hearing  by  one  of 
its   members. 

The  School  Committee  believes  mat 
extreme  care  is  taken  to  avoid  the  in- 
clusion upon  the  so-called  Authorized 
List  of  any  unfit  or  improper  books 
for  use  in  the  public  schools,  and 
whenever  in  the  past  it  has  appeared 
that  any  books  to  which  reasonable 
objections  may  be  made  have  been  so 
included  prompt  steps  have  been  taken 
to  discontinue  the  use  of  such  books. 
This  course  will  be  followed  in  the  fu- 
ture as  carefully  as  in  the  past. 

The  School  Committee  welcomes  all 
honest  and  fair-minded  criticism  of 
any  of  its  acts,  and  particularly  when 
such  criticism  is  helpful  and  construc- 
tive. It  does  not  welcome  criticism 
that  seeks  merely  to  tear  down  or  de- 
stroy and  does  not  substitute  for  the 
object  of  attack  something  that  is  bet- 
ter and  more  useful. 

The  members  of  the  Committee  have 
personally  examined  the  books  under 
discussion,  with  considei'able  care, 
both  before  and  after  the  hearing. 
They  feel,  therefore,  that  they  are 
reasonablly  well  acquainted  with  the 
contents  of  the  books,  and  with  the 
objections  that  have  been  urged 
against  them.  They  have  also  had 
prepared  a  careful  and  dispassionate 
review  under  the  direction  of  the 
Board  of  Superintendents  of  all  or 
substantially  all  of  the  criticisms 
made  against  these  books  and  brought 
to  their  attention,  and  a  refutation  of 
these  criticisms  which,  in  the  opinion 
of  the  Committee,  justice  to  the  au- 
thors demands.  The  review  is  hereto 
appended. 

Neither  this  report,  nor  the  accorn- 
panying  review  should  be  constru . 
as  indicating  that  the  members  of 
the  Committee  are  in  entire  sympathy 
and  agreement  with  all  the  statements 
which  the  books  contain,  nor  that 
proper  and  balanced  emphas;?  has 
been  placed  in  all  instances  upon  cer- 
tain   events    in    our    national    history. 


Opinions  on  this  point  must  necessa- 
rily and  widely  differ  and  cannot  be 
brought  into  absolute  reconcilement, 
but  such  differences  certainly  are  not 
sufficient  to  warrant  the  condemna- 
tion of  the  books  nor  the  impeach- 
ment of  the  sincerity  and  good  faith 
of   the   authors. 

In  the  opinion  of  the  Committee, 
also,  there  are  in  the  books  examples 
of  what  might  be  called  "loose  writ- 
ing," one  single  instance  of  which 
must   suffice. 

Professor  Hart  says  "the  only  way 
to  find  out  what  races  composed  the 
white  population  (in  1790)  is  to  exam- 
ine the  family  names  and  they  show 
that  about  five-sixths  were  descended 
from  English  ancestors;  one-twelfth 
were  Scotch,  Scotch-Irish,  and  Irish. 
.  .  .  .  ;  about  one-twentieth  were  Ger- 
mans, and  about  one-flftieth  were 
Dutch." 

We  think  this  is  not  a  correct  his- 
torical statement  to  make.  True,  re- 
liable statistics  are,  of  course,  hard  to 
obtain,  but  it  is  surely  not  correct  to 
say  that  the  only  way  to  find  out  what 
races  composed  the  white  population 
at  that  time  is  to  examine  the  family 
names.  For  instance,  the  names  of  two 
hundred  members  of  the  Charitable 
Irish  Society  of  this  city,  a  society 
formed  in  17  37,  have  been  called  to  our 
attention,  who  were  members  of  that 
society  prior  to  1790  and  most  of  them 
prior  to  1770,  and  who  would  not,  if 
Professor  Hart's  standard  obtained  of 
judging  from  names  alone,  very  likely 
be  considered  by  him  as  Irish. 

In  the  course  of  the  hearing  irrel- 
evant and  extraneous  matters  were 
brought  to  the  attention  of  the  School 
Committee  to  which  it  listened  with 
scant  patience.  The  question  at  issue 
was  the  fitness  or  the  unfitness  of  two 
books  for  use  in  the  public  schools. 
In  the  course  of  the  hearing,  what  the 
School  Committee  regards  as  unwar- 
ranted and  ill-founded  attacks  were 
made  upon  the  authors  of  these  books. 
The  life  of  Professor  Hart,  the  service 
of  his  two  sons  in  the  World  War,  and 
his  ancestry  forbid  any  suspicion  of  his 
loyalty  and  patriotism.  The  life  of 
Professor  Muzzey  and  his  ancestry, 
with  its  record  of  honorable  service  in 
the  Civil  War,  in  the  War  of  1S12,  and 
at  Lexington,  equally  forbid  any  be- 
lief that  he  would  be  subservient  to 
foreign  infiuence.  Any  hint  or  sugges- 
tion that  either  of  these  gentlemen 
was  influenced  to  promote  British 
propaganda  especially  by  pecuniary 
recompense  is  unthinkable.  Nor  is  their 
reputation  and  standing  as  reliable 
historians  to  be  impugned  by  such 
criticism  as  is  now  levelled  against 
them. 

The  real  and  only  question  at  issue 
is  whether  their  histories  contain  ma- 
terial to  which  reasonable  and  proper 
objection  may  be  made.  It  goes  with- 
out saying  that  no  historian  has  eve^ 
succeeded  in  writing  a  book  which  met 
satisfactorily  every  point  of  view,  nor 
does  any  history  place  an  equal 
am.ount  of  empbasis  upon  all  the 
topics  which  it  discusses.  One  his- 
tory may  deal  mainly  with  the  social 
and  economic  growth  of  a  nation;  an- 
other with  its  military  or  naval  ex- 
ploits: another  may  dwell  at  length 
upon  the  personal  achievements  of  its 
great  figures;  another  upon  its  politi- 
cal development.  It  is  clearly  imnos- 
sible  that  one  brief  volume  should  give 
adequate  treatment  to  all  the  steps 
incident  to  the  origin  and  growth  of  a 
great  nation.  Therefore,  the  list  au- 
thorized for  use  in  the  public  schools 
contains  not  merely  a  single  book,  but 
many    histories    all    differing    in    their 
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(rcalniciii  ol'  llu'  suhjcit,  ami  I  I  use 
books  uro,  of  coiirsc,  lai'Kcly  Hupplo- 
incpted  by  tlir-  personal  instruction 
and    f^iiiilanco   of   the    tcachci'. 

ir  llic  bool\S  in  question  contain  so 
niiich  lliat  is  ol).1cctiona])Ie  and  un- 
patriotic, it  is  sinKular  that  some  of 
our  Ki'cat  body  of  inlcUiKcnt  and  i)a- 
triotic  teachers  have  failed  to  dis- 
oovt'i-  those  K'r-'i-ve  defects,  and  that 
the  books  have  had  so  little  apparent 
effect  upon  the  loyalty  of  the  pupils 
who   have   had    acoess    to    them. 

The  School  Cominittee  also  deplores 
the  course  pursued  by  the  critics  of 
these  books  in  tearing  from  their 
context  detached  sentences  and  omit- 
tins  cxiilanations  and  summaries 
which  are  essential  to  a  grasp  of  the 
authors'  real  meaning.  The  critic 
who  i)Ui-sues  such  a  course  may  easi- 
ly find  opportunity  for  criticism  of 
any  book  that  ever  has  been  written 
on  the  subject  of  history,  and  indeed 
on   many   other   subjects   as    well. 

In  the  course  of  the  hearing  cer- 
tain passages  in  these  books  were  at- 
tacked on  the  ground  that  they  gave 
an  unfavorable  impression  concern- 
ing the  character  and  actions  of  a 
few  of  the  great  party  leaders  of  the 
time;  but  it  must  not  be  forgotten 
that  in  such  instances  the  authors 
have  merely  noted  the  opinions  of 
opposing    party    leaders. 

Unquestionably,  the  inipils  in  our 
schools  are  perfectly  well  aware  of 
the  severe,  pointed  and  frequently 
virulent  criticism  that  is  constantly 
being  direcied  against  men  now  in 
public  life.  Acquainted  with  this  crit- 
icism, is  it  reasonable  to  expect  them 
to  believe  that  the  leaders  of  our 
country  in  past  years  were  really 
super-men  or  demi-gods,  and  not 
equally  subject  to  the  weaknesses 
and  frailties  that  surround  human 
life  today?  Even  the  revered  Abra- 
ham Lincoln  was  the  target,  in  his 
time,  of  abuse  and  vilification.  Nor 
did  Washington  himself  escape  the 
calumnies  of  some  of  his  contempora- 
ries. 

As  to  the  omission  of  what  the 
critics  regard  as  adequate  mention  of 
former  national  heroes,  such  as 
Nathan  Hale,  Anthony  Wayne,  Put- 
nam, Sumter,  Pickens,  Marion,  Stark. 
Sullivan,  Knox,  Commodore  Barry. 
Sergt.  Jasper,  Light  Horse  Harry  Lee, 
Molly  Pitcher  and  Betsy  Ross:  It 
should  not  be  forgotten  that  the  ex- 
ploits of  these  patriots,  important, 
brilliant  and  picturesque  as  they  were 
have  been  repeatedly  emphasized  in 
the  course  in  history  during  the 
earlier  years  of  the  pupils'  school  life 
while  these  two  books  are  adapted  to 
use  of  older  pupils. 

The  School  Committee  would  gladly 
express  its  opinion  item  by  item  on  the 
various  specific  criticisms  that  have 
been  made  against  these  books  were  it 
not  for  the  fact  that  to  do  so  would 
unduly  lengthen  this  report.  They 
are  covered  in  detail  in  the  accom- 
panying review. 

The  main  and  controlling  question 
at  present  issue  is  this :  Does  either 
of  these  books  contain  matter  which 
is  unpatriotic,  disloyal  or  calculated  to 
falsely  impress  the  minds  of  the  pupils 
to  whom  they  are  made  accessible? 
If  they  do,  their  further  use  in  the 
schools  should  not  be  permitted.  If 
they  do  not,  there  is  not  good  and  suf- 
ficient reason  to  justify  their  exclusion 
and  the  consequent  reflection  upon  the 
sincerity  and  good  faith  of  their  au- 
thors. 

It  should  not  be  forgotten  moreover 
that  these  books  are  in  constant  pro- 


ct:.sN  ijf  revision  ami  eoii  <;elion  as  er- 
rors and  niisslatements  are  <]isc()V- 
ei-ed,  and  this  is  tiiie  pi-obably  of  the 
works  of  all  historians  of  standing  and 
repute. 

It  may  be  pointed  out  also  that 
those  who  ailvance  tlif^se  critlcl.sms  do 
not  suggest  the  titles  of  other  books 
whk'h  they  would  regard  as  unobjec- 
tionable. On  this  point  they  are  abso- 
lutely silent. 

The  School  Committee,  therefore, 
having  given  due  consideration  to  the 
matter,  i.s  of  the  opinion  that  the 
criticisms  against  these  two  books 
are  not  sufficient  to  justify  their  ex- 
clusion from  the  Authorized  r..ist,  and 
directs  that  the  City  Council  be  so 
iiifiirmed.

Accompanying  the  foregoing  was 
the  review  referred  to  therein,  as  fol- 
lows: 

Review  of  Hart's  School  History  of  the 
United  States,  American  Book  Com- 
pany,   1920    and   of  Muzzey's   Ameri- 
can History,  Ginn  &  Company,  1920. 
For   some   years   there   has   been  go- 
ing on  an  active  campaign  against  the 
patriotism     and     integrity     of     several 
writers  of  text  books  in  American  His- 
tory.    The  purpose  of  the  present  study 
is    to    examine    two   of   the   text    books 
attacked.  Hart's  School  History  of  the 
United     States    and    Muzzey's    Ameri- 
can   History.       Both    books    have    ap- 
peared in  several  editions,   but  the  ed- 
itions specified  are  Hart's   School  His- 
tory,    American    Book    Company,    edi- 
tion   of    1920    and    Muzzey's    American 
History,  Ginn  &  Company,  revised  edi- 
tion,   1920. 

The  chief  criticisms  considered  in  the 
following  pages  are  from  Mr.  Charles 
Grant  Miller, —  Treason  to  American 
Tradition;  Mr.  Wallace  McCamant,— 
Review  of  Muzzey's  American  History ; 
Mr.  James  A.  Watson, —  speech  before 
the  Boston  City  Council  and  inter- 
view reported  in  the  Boston  Globe  of 
October  24,   1922. 

Further  criticisms  are  contained  in 
the  "Report  on  History  Text  Books 
used  in  public  schools  of  the  city  of 
New    York,    1922." 

In  general,  the  criticisms  made  by 
Mr.  M^atson,  in  regard  to  Hart's  His- 
tory, are  identical  with  those  con- 
tained in  Mr.  Miller's  pamphlet- 
Treason  to  American  Tradition.  In 
the  same  way  the  objection  made  by 
Mr.  Watson  in  regard  to  Muzzey's 
History  coincide  very  largely  with 
the  arguments  and  criticisms  of  Mr. 
Wallace  McCamant  and  those  made 
in  the  Report  on  History  Text  books 
used  in  the  public  schools  of -the  city 
of   New   York. 

All  of  the  materials  above  listed 
have  been  used  in  the  present  re- 
view and  both  books  have  been  read 
from  cover  to  cover.  It  has  not  been 
thought  necessary  to  refer  specifical- 
ly to  the  critics  by  name  as  there  is 
no  desire  to  give  the  impression  that 
there  is  any  expression  of  personal 
animus  in  this  review,  and  in  some 
cases    it    is      hard     to     discover    th§

original  source  of  the  criticisms.  An 
attempt  has,  however,  been  made  to 
quote  the  critics  accurately  in  order 
that  their  meaning  may  not  be  dis- 
torted. 

"The  School  History  of  the  United 
States"  by  Albert  Bushnell  Hart. 

The  first  criticism  is  directed  against 
the  first  paragraph  of  the  introf!!uc- 
tion.  As  the  first  paragraph  can  be 
judged  only  in  the  light  of  the  sta,te- 
ments  made  in  the  paragraphs  which 
follow  it,  the  introduction  is  here 
quoted   entire. 

INTRODUCTION 

"Why  should  a  new  School  History 
of  the  United  States  be  written? 
Chiefly  in  order  to  put  at  the  disposi- 
tion of  the  upper  grades  a  book  era-  ' 
bodying  a  broadly  national  point  of 
\new  and  presenting  adequate  treat- 
ment of  certain  topics  which  hitherto 
have  been  too  little  stressed  in  the 
study  of  American  history. 

(1)  The  European  background  i^ 
our  history  is  clearly  sketched,  with 
due  recognition  of  our  inheritance  of 
language,  law  and  political  methods 
from  England.  Due  attention  is  als'j 
paid  to  other  influences  from  over- 
seas. 

(2)  Great  pains  have  been  taken  to 
treat  adequately  the  various  sections 
of  the  country,  which  differ  somewhat 
from  one  another.  Hence  there  are 
special  chapters  on  the  West,  the  far 
West,  and  the  new  South,  as  well  as 
a  brief  but  clear  account  of  the  thir- 
teen English  colonies  and  of  the  aiij- 
tribution  of  American  territory  amon^ 
the  colonizing  nations. 

(3)  Another  important  feature  is  the 
fullness  of  treatment  of  the  social  and 
industrial  conditions  of  the  colonies 
and  the  later  United  States,  for  which 
twelve  of  the  thirty-seven  chapters 
are  set  apart. 

(4)  Wars  are  treated  as  intense  ex- 
periences of  the  American  people;  the 
aim  is  not  merely  to  give  the  causes 
and  results,  but  also  to  show  how  the 
problems  of  raising  armies  and  carry- 
ing on  the  struggles  have  been  solved, 
and  what  was  the  effect  on  the  life 
jf  the  community.  Military  and  naval 
movements  are  subordinated. 

(5)  A  special  effort  is  made  to  bring 
home  to  the  minds  of  children  the  way 
ill  which  our  government  is  carried  on. 
The  book  includes  not  only  brief  ac- 
counts of  elections  and  politica," 
?vents,  but  also  simple  descriptions  of 
important  parts  of  the  machinery  of 
government,  such  as  the  Federal  Con- 
irention,  national  banks  and  the  tariff. 

(6)  As  one  of  the  main  purposes  of 
history  is  to  bring  boys  and  girls  to 
understand  such  political  questions  as 
they  themselves  are  likely  to  confront, 
about  a  third  of  the  book  is  devoted 
to  the  period  since  the  Civil  War;  the 
effort  has  been  made  so  to  simplify 
the  questions  of  currency,  banking, 
transportation  and  business  combina- 
tions, as  to  make  them  understood  by 
school  children  as  a  part  of  the  prob- 
lems of  their  own  national  and  state 
governments. 

ALBERT    BUSHNELL,    HART." 

The  critics  content  themselves  with 
quoting  only  the  first  paragraph,  and 
professing  to  find  in  it  indications  of 
a  new  and  apologetic  attitude  toward 
England.  Without  further  comment 
upon  the  introduction  we  pass  to  a 
consideration  of  the  several  argu- 
ments and  conclusions  of  the  critics. 

Mr.  Hart  says,  in  Sec.  87,  Chapter 
VIII,  Why  There  was  a  Revolution 
(1763-1774)  : 


The  British  Empire  (1763). 

After  the  end  of  the  long  colonial 
wars,  the  English  colonists  were  as 
well  off  as  any  other  people  in  the 
world.  They  were  proud  of  being 
Britons,  as  the  English,  Scotch  and 
Welsh  were  called  ;  though  the  names 
"England"  and  "English"  were  com- 
mon instead  ol  "Great  Britain"  and 
"British,"  just  as  they  are  often  used 
now."  The  colonists  liked  to  think 
of  themselves  as  part  of  the  British 
Empire  which  included  Great  Britain, 
Ireland,  and  three  groups  of  distant 
colonies,    as   follows:    (1)    The   Asiatic 

possessions (2)     The    British 

West  Indies (3)  The  Conti- 
nental    Colonies     of     North     America. 

(See  page  120,  School  History  of  the 
United  States). 

The  critics  compress  the  above  as  fol- 
lows : 

"The  colonists  liked  to  think  of 
themselves  as  part  of  the  British  Em- 
pire. They  were  proud  of  being  Bri- 
tons. They  were  as  well  off  as  any 
other  people  in  the  world."  (Mr.  Mil- 
ler in  his  pamphlet,  indicates  the 
omission  of  material  by  stars.) 

In  the  foregoing  the  order  of  Mr. 
Hart's  statements  has  been  changed 
and  a  very  material  part  of  one  of 
them  has  been  suppressed  with  the 
result  that  Mr.  Hart's  meaning  is 
misrepresented.  When  the  words, 
"After  the  end  of  the  long  colonial 
wars,"  are  omitted,  the  special  time 
limitation  intended  by  Mr.  Hart  is 
lost  from  sight.  Keeping  the  his- 
torian's own  words  in  mind  and 
recognizing  the  fact  that  he  refers  to 
a  specific  period,  before  as  yet  Eng- 
land had  enacted  her  most  tyranni- 
cal measures  against  the  colonists, 
one  would  find  It  very  hard  to  prove 
that  the  Americans  "After  the  end 
of  the  long  colonial  wars"  (176:^), 
were  not  as  well  off  as  the  people  of 
England,  Ireland,  France,  Spain, 
Prussia  or,  in  fact,  "as  well  off  as 
any  other  people  in  the  world."  The 
statements  that  "the  colonists  were 
proud  of  being  Britons"  and  that  "the 
colonists  liked  to  think  of  themselves 
as  part  of  the  British  Empire"  are 
true  for  this  particular  period  if  the 
critics  will  accept  the  authority  of 
Washington,  Franklin  and  Irving.  Mr. 
Hart  explains  in  the  proper  place  the 
change  in  American  sentiment  that 
came  soon  afterward.  It  is  well 
known  that  the  great  demand  for  in- 
dependence came  later. 

The  next  passage  criticized  is  found 
at  the  end  of  section  93,  on  page  126, 
of  Mr.   Hart's  history. 

In  the  1918  edition  of  his  history 
Mr.  Hart  says:  "As  we  look  back  upon 
the  whole  struggle,  it  is  hard  to  see 
where  the  colonists  were  robbed  or 
oppressed.  In  all  local  matters  they 
had  more  freedom  and  self-govern- 
ment than  the  people  in  England.  In 
no  other  country  in  the  world  were  the 
people  on  the  average  so  well-fed, 
wellhoused  and  comfortable;  no- 
where were  taxes  so  low;  nowhere 
did  the  people  exercise  so  much  con- 
trol over  their  own  government." 

In  the  1920  revi.sed  edition,  Mr.  Hart 
says:  "The  colonists  were  not 
desperately  oppressed,  but  they  were 
alert  to  resist  the  encroachments  of 
tyranny.  Thus  in  all  local  matters 
they  had  secured  and  maintained  for 
themselves  more  freedom  and  self- 
government  than  the  people  in  Eng- 
land. Their  industry,  moreover,  had 
brouglit  them  prosperity.  In  no  other 
country  in  the  world  were  the  people 
on     the     average     so     well-fed,     well- 
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li()ii.S(!il.  ami  ciiiiil'iirla  lilc ;  iHiwIicrc 
Wen.'    Litxrs    ^'o    low;    ikivvImi'c    diil     I  lie 

people  exercise   so   miidi    i iml    over' 

their  own  Kovornmciit." 

The  critics  refer  Hpociliciilly  to  llin 
edition  of  1920,  and  (|uotc  Mr.  Hart  as 
saylnK':  "The  colonists  were  not  dcs- 
peratoly  oppressed.  They  enjoyed 
more  freedom  and  self-f^overnment 
than    the    people    in    England." 

It  is  hardly  worth  while  to  t.ake  the 
time  to  discuss  this  paragraph.  Al- 
though the  sentences  quoted  by  the 
critics  are  put  within  fiuotation 
marks.  M.r.  Hart  is  not  quoted  ac- 
curately. "The  colonists  were  not 
desperately  oppressed,  but  they  were 
alert  to  resist  the  encroachments  of 
tyranny."  The  critics'  oinission  of  the 
second  clause  cannot  be  justified. 

Mr.  Hart  does  not  say,  "They  en- 
joyed more  freedom  and  self-govern- 
ment than  the  people  in  England."  He 
says,  "Thus  in  all  local  matters,  they 
had  secured  and  maintained  for  them- 
selves more  freedom  and  self-govern- 
ment than  the  people  in  England." 
There  is  no  objection  to  the  para- 
graph when  taken  as  a  whole.  The 
meaning  is   perfectly  clear. 

The  next  passage  quoted  for  con- 
demnation, as  a'  slur  upon  the  soldiers 
of  the  Revolution,  is  a  sentence  from 
section  98,  page  133,  of  Hart's  his- 
tory. Mr.  Hart's  words  follow:  (See 
section    98,    page    133) 

"It  looked  like  a  desperate  thing  for 
three  million  colonists  to  attack  eleven 
million  British.  They  began  without  a 
navy,  while  the  British  had  270  ships 
of  war.  They  set  out  with  raw  militia 
to  fight  against  a  powerful  regular 
army,  though  many  of  the  Americans 
had   never   seen   an    enemy   other   than 

a     wild     Indian Most     of     the 

American  troops  were  organized  in 
what  was  called  the  'state  line ;'  that 
is„  state  militia  regiments  enlisted  for 
short  terms. 

"Washington  throughout  the  war 
protested  against  depending  upon  these 
militiamen.  Many  served  from  the  nur- 
est  motives  of  patriotism,  but  others 
were  drawn  into  the  army  by  money, 
bounties,  and  promises  of  land.  Though 
personally  brave  they  disliked  disci- 
pline and  would  sometimes  leave  when 
their  term  of  service  expired,  even  in 
the  midst  of  a  march  against  the  en- 
emy. Neither  the  Continental  Con- 
gress nor  the  Colonies  which  became 
states  were  willing  to  give  Washington 
what  he  needed  ;  that  is,  an  army  of 
say  30,000  men,  enlisted  for  sev- 
eral years,  responsible  only  to 
Congress,  well  drilled,  and  accus- 
tomed to  obey  orders.  The  re- 
sult of  the  militia  system  was 
that  about  250,000  different  men  were 
enlisted,  each  serving  on  the  average 
less  than  one  year,  besides  about  200,- 
000  militia  serving  for  brief  periods." 

Is  Mr.  Hart  to  be  stigmatized  as 
un-American  or  pro-British  because 
he  points  out  some  of  the  evils  in- 
herent in  the  militia  system?  Does 
he  cast  any  slur  upon  the  great  mass 
of  the  soldiers  of  the  Revolution, 
whether  regulars  or  militia?  Have 
not  the  evils  of  dependence  upon  a 
militia  system  and  of  the  failure  to 
provide  adequately  for  national  de- 
fence been  repeatedly  called  to  our 
attention  even  within  the  last  few 
years?  Is  not  a  very  large  and  very 
patriotic  element  of  our  people  very 
much  concerned  even  now  over  our 
lack  of  preparedness?  And  has  not 
our  lack  of  preparedness  repeatedly 
brought  us  as  a  nation  face  to  face 
with   the   very  difficulties  with   which 


VV;i,sliiti^;t()n  wa.s  confronted?  Is  it 
not  to  thi!  credil  of  VVashington  that 
he  wa.s  .ibie  to  hold  his  army  to- 
gether in  siilte  of  the  Hhortcomings  of 
("ongroHs,  the  ho.stllity  of  large  ele- 
ments among  the  people,  the  jealousy 
of  influential  army  men  as  well  as 
civilians,  the  almost  absolute  Impos- 
sibility of  holding  to  the  colors  men 
who,s(!  term  of  enlistment  had  ex- 
pired? Would  the  critics  have  us  make 
no  use  of  the  lessons  which  history 
leaches? 

in  section  108,  on  page  145  of  his 
history  Mr.  Hart  says:  "Not  all  the 
Americans  joined  heart  and  soul  in 
the  Revolution.  .John  Adams  thought 
at  the  beginning  at  least  a  third  of 
the  Americans  were  at  heart 
"Tories"  as  the  loyalists  were  often 
called.  However  right  and  neces- 
Kury  the  Revolution  was,  thousands 
of  good  people  sincerely  loved  Great 
Britain  and  were  loyal  to  King 
George.  Some  of  them  believed  that 
the  British  Government  was  the  best 
thing  for   the   colonies. 

"The  loyalists  were  harshly  put 
down  even  in  colonies  like  New  York 
and  Georgia  where  at  the  beginning 
they  were  clearly  in  the  majority. 
The  patriots  had  the  advantage  of 
knowing  each  other  through  the 
Committees  of  Correspondence;  and 
their  informal  congresses  and  con- 
ventions passed  acts  for  arresting 
the  loyalists  and  seizing  their  prop- 
erty. The  General  Court  of  Massa- 
chusetts banished  310  heads  of  fami- 
lies, including  many  of  the  best  edu- 
cated and  most  public-spirited  men 
in   the   colony. 

"Thousands  were  thrown  into  jail; 
scores  were  tarred  and  feathered; 
some  were  killed  outright.  In  Virginia 
a  man  named  Lynch  tied  up  Tories 
and  whipped  them  till  they  promised 
to  become  patriots,  and  that  method 
came  to  be  called  'Lynch  Law.'  About 
30,000  persons  in  all  were  compelled  to 
leave  their  homes  and  went  to  Canada, 
Nova  Scotia,  the  West  Indies  or  Eng- 
land. Those  who  remained  were  not 
allowed  to  take  part  in  public  affairs." 

The  critics  compress  the  above 
quotation  into  the  following  words: 

"Thousands  of  good  people  sincerely 
loved  Great  Britain  and  were  loyai  to 
King  George.  ....  The  loyalists 
were   harshly  put  down." 

Once  more  it  is  proper  to  protest 
against  the  practice  of  quoting  only 
enough  from  a  paragraph  to  give  the 
impression  which  the  critic  wishes  to 
convey.  The  authority  of  John  Adams 
is  probably  good  enough  as  to  the 
number  of  Tories  in  the  country.  Mr. 
Hart  shows  that  the  Tories  were 
harshly   put   down. 

Probably  he  is  condemned  for  stat- 
ing that  some  of  the  Tories  were  good 
people.  It  is  indeed  refreshing, 
although  unfortunately,  unusual,  to 
find  a  historian  with  so  high  a  degree 
of  fairmindedness  as  Mr.  Hart. 

A  fair  conclusion  to  draw  from  Mr. 
Hart's  words  is  that  by  calling  at- 
tention to  the  number,  and  standing 
of  the  Tories,  and  the  means  which 
it  was  necessary  to  employ  in  get- 
ting rid  of  them,  he  has  thrown  the 
difficulties  against  which  the  patriots 
struggled,    into   stronger  relief. 

In  reference  to  Mr.  Hart's  state- 
ment of  the  causes  of  the  War  of 
1812,  to  be  found  in  section  165,  on 
page  2C6,  the  historian  is  blamed  for 
teaching  "That  the  Indian  outbreak 
in  the  Northwest  was  'mistakenly 
supposed'  to  be  stirred  up  by  Britisl. 
agents."  ....  What  Mr.  Hart  says  Is 
that  the  first  of  the  reasons  for  war  as 
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stated  by  President  Madison  at  tliat 
time  was,— "Intrigues  of  tlie  British 
with  the  western  Indians.  This  was 
an  error."  But  in  the  criticisrn  no 
evidence  is  adduced  to  show  that  Hart 
is  wrong.  The  tradition  certainly  is 
that  at  the  time  of  the  War  of  1812 
the  British  were  intriguing  with  the 
Indians,  and  inciting  them  against 
the  Americans.  But  there  is  no  re^. 
son  to  assume  that  American  tradi- 
tion is  absolutely  infallible.  It  is  poi., 
sible  that  Mr.  Hart  through  his  own 
researches  or  those  of  other  schol- 
ars has  ascertained  that  the  tradition 
is  wrong.  It  would  seem  only  fair 
to  accept  Mr.  Hart's  statement  as 
true,  unless  and  until  competent  evi- 
dence to  the  contrary  is  presented. 
In  this,  as  in  other  cases,  Mr.  Hart 
will  doubtless  alter  or  correct  his 
statement,  when  he  is  satisfied  that 
he  is  wrong. 

In  the  criticisms  no  illusion  is  made 
to  the  fact  that  Mr.  Hart,  in  stating 
the  other  causes  of  the  War  of  1812, 
expresses  in  sharp,  frank  form  his  be- 
lief in  the  righteousness  of  the  Amer- 
ican side.  They  do  not  refer  to  the 
fact  that  Mr.  Hart  voices  his  sus- 
picion that  the  British  Government 
was  insincere.  This  would  go  far  in 
proving  the  absence  of  an  apologetic 
attitude  toward  Great  Britain. 

Objection  is  made  to  the  following: 
See  section  163,  pa;ge  204. 

"In  spite  of  the  captures  (of  Ameri- 
can ships  by  British)  the  profits  of  the 
carrying  trade  were  so  great  that  new 
ships  were  constantly  built.  The  own- 
ers, in  spite  of  their  losses,  were  erect- 
ing stately  houses  and  putting  money 
into  the  banks  and  into  new  ships. 
Part  of  the  captures  were  justified  for 
some  Americans  had  a  way  of  furnish- 
ing their  ships  with  false  papers,  in- 
tended to  conceal  the  real  nature  of 
their  voyage  from  searchers." 

The  first  two  sentences  simply  call 
attention  to  the  profits  made  by  the 
ship-owners  and  to  the  fact  that  in 
spite  of  losses  they  kept  on  building 
new  ships.  To  show  courage  and  per- 
severance is  hardly  to  be  considered 
un-American.  The  conditions  described 
in  the  last  sentence  would  give  a  pro- 
British  writer  a  fine  chance  to  show 
his  Anglicizing  tendencies,  for  the  ac- 
tion he  describes  was  illegal  according 
to  all  the  principles  of  international 
law.  But  Mr.  Hart  simply  states  the 
facts  and  leaves  it  to  the  reader  or 
teacher  to   interpret  them. 

And  again  Mr.  Hart  is  quoted  to 
the  following  effect:  section  164, 
page    205, 

"Madison  wanted  peace  and  so  did 
his  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  Galla- 
tin." 

Mr.  Hart  adds,  that  Gallatin  had 
paid  off  $40,000,000  of  public  debt 
and  did  not  wish  t«  run  up  another 
war  debt.  The  reason  goes  far  to 
justify  both  Madison  and  Gallatin, 
but  it  does  not  appeal  to  Mr.  Hart's 
critics.  "However,"  continue  the 
critics,  "They  could  not  stand  out 
against  the  "War  Hawks,"  a  group 
of  young  men  ....  who  pro- 
posed to  conquer  Canada  and  insist 
on  terms  of  peace  at  Quebec  or  Hal- 
lifax."  In  this  criticism  parts  of 
two  different  sentences  have  been 
combined  into  one.  Here  is  what 
Mr.   Hart   wrote — 

"A  group  of  young  men  who  were 
to  be  the  leaders  during  the  next 
thirty  years." 

The  words,  "Who  proposed  to  con- 
quer Canada,  etc.,"  really  refer  in 
Mr.  Hart's  text  only  to  Clay.  No 
great  harm  is  done,  for,  as  Mr.  Hart 


says,  Clay,  Calhoun,  and  Jackson 
were  the  most  remarkable  men 
among  the  War  Hawks;  and  it  may 
be  added  that  Clay's  attitude  very 
probably  represented  that  of  the 
War  Hawks  as  a  whole.  An  error  of 
this  kind  does  not,  however,  tend  to 
inspire  any  very  high  degree  of  con- 
fidence in  the  accuracy  of  the  studies 
made  by  Mr.  Hart's  critics. 
Objection  is  made  to  the  following: 
"Nothing  seemed  easier  (than  to 
conquer  Canada)  for  by  this  time 
there  were  about  7,000,000  Americans, 
and  the  whole  population  of  Canada 
was  not  more  than  450,000.  In  June, 
1812,  therefore,  war  was  declared  by 
about  a  two-thirds  majority  of  Con- 
gress." 

Just  why  these  few  sentences  should 
arouse  antagonism  among  Americans 
is  hard  to  understand.  Madison  and 
Gallatin  were  old,  experienced  men 
who  had  done  noble  service  for  the 
Am.erican  Union.  They  were  con- 
servative and  did  not  wish  to  plunge 
the  nation  into  war.  They  were  .=;up- 
ported  in  their  opinion  by  Daniel  Web- 
ster. Mr.  Hart  does  not  condemn 
them  in  any  way.  Clay,  Jackson  and 
Calhoun  represented  the  young,  en- 
thusiastic element,  burning  to  uphold 
the  national  honor.  They  had  their 
way.  Mr  Hart  does  not  condemn 
them.  Is  Mr.  Hart  to  be  condemned 
for  pointing  out  that  there  was  a  dif- 
ference of  opinion  between  Madison. 
Gallatin  and  Webster  on  the  one  hand, 
and  Clay,  Jackson  and  Calhoun  on 
the  other? 

Possibily  the  point  to  the  objec- 
tion is  that  Mr.  Hart  points  out  the 
disparity  in  numbers  between  the 
United  States  and  Canada.  And  this 
fact  may  well  have  had  some  in- 
fluence upon  the  war  party,  and  to 
say  so  is  to  cast  no  reflection  upon 
their  courage  or  their  patriotism  in 
entering  upon  a  war  for  which,  a.s 
Mr.  Hart  says,  there  was  "a  good 
and  sufficient  reason."     (Section  165.) 

The  following  statements  are  also 
attacked. 

"Hamilton  was  no  believer  in  the 
wisdom  of  the  people  and  is  said 
once  to  have  exclaimed.  'Your 
people,  sir,  is  a  great  beast.'  "  (Sect. 
14.3,   page   181). 

"The  Federalists  looked  upon 
Thomas  Jefferson  as  an  atheist,  a 
liar,  and  a  demagogue."  (Sect.  150, 
page    190). 

The  sections  of  Hart's  history  in 
which  these  statements  are  found, 
are   quoted   in   full   below : 

Sect.  143 — "Two  Schools  of  Poli- 
tics.— Such  action  was  not  acceptable 
to  the  country  farmers,  who  owned 
no  ships  or  stock  in  corporations, 
and  wanted  no  banks.  The  spokes- 
man for  their  point  of  view  was 
Thomas  Jefferson,  then  a  well-to-do 
slave-ovS^ning  planter.  He  believed 
that  governments,  whether  state  or 
national,  ought  to  do  as  little  as 
possible.  He  once  said  that  the  hap- 
piest people  were  the  Indians,  be- 
cause they  had  no  government  to 
bother  them.  He  wanted  taxes  to  be 
low,  and  thought  that  the  main  pur- 
pose of  governments  was  simply  to 
make  it  possible  for  business  men 
and  all  others  to  take  care  of  them- 
selves. 

"Hamilton  and  Jefferson  also  dif- 
fered with  regard  to  the  share  of  the 
people  in  their  own  governments. 
Hamilton  and  his  friends  thought 
that  the  suffrage  ought  to  be  given 
only  to  people  who  had  some  prop- 
erty;    and     that     even     those     voters 
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(aiL'lit  to  HcliM'l.  the  lichi'sl,  ;in<l  most 
intelli;;('iil  iiicu  ol'  llic>  coiinniinity  who 
iniKht  ;i(t  t'oi-  tlioiii,  ami  tell  thoRi 
how    to   vote. 

"Jefferson  favoreil  KiviiiK  a  I>:vrt  in 
the  y:ovei'nment  to  the  people  at  larj?e. 
lie  udnilred  the  New  lOiiKland  town 
meetings  and  publk:  schools,  anu 
wanted  to  set  up  the  same  sort  of 
thinj?  in  Virginia.  fie  believed  In 
widening'  (he  suffrage,  and  the  new 
western  states  .t;ave  the  ballot  to  mo^,, 
of  the  adult  men.  Hamilton  was  no 
believer  in  the  wisdom  of  the  people, 
and  is  said  once  to  have  exclaimed, 
'Your  i)eople,  sir,  is  a  great  beast:' 
But  Jefferson  wrote,  'I  am  persuaded 
myself  that  the  good  sense  of  the 
people  will  always  be  found  to  be  the 
best  army.  They  may  be  led  astraj- 
for  a  moment,  but  will  soon  correct 
themselves  .  .  .  give  them  full  infor- 
mation of  their  affairs  through  the 
channel  of   the  public   papers.'  " 

Sect.  150.— "President  Jefferson  (1801- 
1809).— When  Thomas  Jefferson  was  in- 
augurated in  1801,  the  Federalists  felt 
that  the  end  of  the  Republic  was  at 
hand,  for  they  looked  upon  him  a.s 
an  atheist,  a  liar,  and  a  demagogue. 
He  was  not  an- atheist:  he  liked  ti. 
read  the  New  Testament.  He  was 
a  reserved  man  and  did  not  tell  every- 
body all  that  he  knew,  and  hen«-. 
some  thought  him  false.  He  was  a 
believer  in  government  by  the  peo- 
ple, which  many  of  the  Federalists 
thought  shocking,  and  they  were  sure 
that  he  could   not   be  sincere. 

"He  was  keenly  interested  in  edu- 
cation and  science,  and  urged  his  state 
to  set  up  public  schools  and  a  state 
university.  He  was  a  natural  re- 
former. As  President  he  had  large 
ideas  of  making  the  government  bet- 
ter and  more  efficient.  He  appointed 
Albert  Gallatin  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury  with  instructions  to  aid  in 
cutting  down  the  cost  of  government 
and  they  succeeded. 

"Jefferson  desired  to  be  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  whole  people,  and  in  his 
inaugural  address  appealed  to  the 
Federalists  in  golden  words :  'Let  us 
then,  fellow  citizens,  unite  with  one 
heart  and  one  mind.  .  .  .  We  have 
called  by  different  names  brethren  of 
the  same  principle.  We  are  all  Re- 
publicans,  we  are  all  Federalists.' 

"One  of  the  things  that  Jefferson 
liked  was  what  he  called  'republican 
simplicity.'  He  sent  in  written  mes- 
sages to  Congress  instead  of  making 
speeches,  as  had  been  the  habit  of 
Washington  and  Adams.  He  would 
have  no  ceremony  at  the  White  House, 
and  shocked  the  Minister  of  Great 
Britain  by  opening  the  door  himself 
when  that  great  man  came  to  call, 
and  by  receiving  him  in  dressing  gown 
and  slippers. 

"Jefferson  was  never  what  we 
should  call  a  'good  mixer.'  He  hated 
speechmaking  and  meeting  crowds  of 
people  whom  he  had  never  seen  be- 
fore. Tet  no  President  has  had  more 
influence  in  Congress  ;  none  has  ever 
made  warmer  friends  among  the 
people ;  and  none  but  Lincoln  has 
ever  done  so  much  to  extend  the  idea 
that  all  the  people  ought  to  have  a 
share  in  their  own  government." 

If  either  of  the  two  statements 
quoted  from  the  above  sections,  as  to 
the  utterance  of  Hamilton  and  the 
characterization  of  Jefferson  by  the 
Federalists,  is  taken  from  its  settmg 
and  allowed  to  stand  alone  without 
explanation,  it  is  inappropriate  for  a 
school  text,  as  will  be  pointed  out 
later.  Regarded  in  their  proper  light, 
as    statements,    not    of   the   historian's 


b'-licf,  but  .-iH  tlic  III  tciaiicc  of  liaiiiil- 
ton  in  the  one  case,  and  of  the  Fed- 
eralists on  the  other,  both  statements 
if  a(;companIod  by  jiropcr  explanation 
would  be  entirely  appropriate  for  old- 
er student.s  or  for  mature  readers.  Mr. 
Hart  refutes  the  charges  of  the  Fed- 
eralists and  leaves  us  In  no  doubt  as 
to  the  high  estimation  in  which  he 
holds  Jefferson.  Not  so  much  is  said 
about  Hamilton  and  a  few  lines  of  ex- 
planation would  be  desirable.  At  the 
same  time,  Hart's  estimate  of  him  is 
reflected  in  sections  124,  128,  139,  141. 
142,  148  and  158. 

There  is  nothing  un-American  in 
thes«  sections  quoted  above  in  full, 
nothing  which  traduces  the  memory 
of  these  two  great  i^atriots. 

A  more  serious  objection  has,  how- 
ever, been  brought  against  these  state- 
ments. In  the  schools  of  our  large 
cities  there  is  a  large  proportion  of 
children  having  a  very  inadequate 
knowledge  of  English.  Some  of  them 
might  possibly  remember  from  these 
.sections  only  the  words  "beast"  and 
"liar."  It  is  reasonable,  therefore,  to 
say  that  the  report  of  the  characteri- 
zation of  Jefferson  by  the  Federalists 
as  "an  atheist,  a  liar,  and  a  dema- 
gogue" is  unsuitable  for  pupils.  The 
same  may  be  true  of  Hamilton's  re- 
mark in  calling  the  people  "a  great 
beast."  These  expressions  could  be 
easily  eliminated  and  doubtless  both 
author  and  publisher  would  willingly 
do  so. 

Objection  is  made  to  a  few  lines 
in  section  166  on  page  207  of  Mr. 
Hart's   history : 

"The  crowning  disgrace  was  the 
landing  of  a  British  force  of  about 
5,000  men  on  the  coast  of  Chesapeake 
Bay,  and  their  march  overland  as 
though  they  were  going  to  a  picnic,  till 
they  captured  Washington    (1814)" 

It  is  possible  that  this  statement 
of  the  ease  with  which  the  foray 
was  made  might  have  been  couched 
in  more  elegant  language.  The 
words  are  simply  the  reflection  of 
the  indignation  which  everyone  who 
studies  this  period  of  our  history 
still  feels,  that  the  British  should 
have  been  able  to  accomplish  their 
purpose  with  so  little  opposition,  it 
must  be  again  pointed  out  that  these 
few  lines,  taken  by  themselves  com- 
pletely distort  and  misrepresent  the 
historian's  meaning.  Those  interest- 
ed should  read  Mr.  Hart's  explana- 
tion of  the  reasons  for  this  "crown- 
ing disgrace."  They  should  read 
this  entire  section  (166)  with  its 
dismal  record  of  American  defeats 
and  then  read  section  167  with  its 
record  of  American  victories,  its 
tribute  to  Perry,  McDonough, 
Macomb,  and  Jackson,  and  then  sec- 
tion 168  with  its  account  of  Sea 
Fighting. 

To  charge  an  historian  with  being 
unpatriotic  or  pro-British  for  pointing 
out  the  shadows  as  well  as  the  lights 
in  our  history,  to  demand  that  the 
historian  gloss  over  our  errors,  and 
reverses,  while  exalting  our  success- 
es, under  the  plea  of  inculcating  pa- 
triotism, is  a  form  of  argument  as  at- 
tractive to  the  unthinking  as  it  is 
specious.  If  followed  out,  it  could  iead 
at  best  only,  to  a  blind,  boastful,  un- 
rea,soning  patriotism.  Patriotism,  like 
everything  else  worth  while,  must  be 
based  upon  truth. 

Objection  has  also  been  made  to  cer- 
tain illustrations  in  Hart's  history. 
An  examination  of  these  illustrations 
shows  that  they  exemplify  one  of  the 
chief  purposes  of  Mr.  Hart's  book — to 
show    plainly   the    social    conditions    at 
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each  important  period  of  our  coun- 
try's history.  Most  of  them  show 
merely  the  dress  and  the  games  of 
children  during  the  revolutionary 
period. 

II. 
Muzzey— American  History. 
It  is  to  be  borne  In  mind  that  this 
book  is  intended  for  use  with  older 
pupils  than  those  to  whom  Mr.  Hart's 
history  is  adapted.  Mr.  Hart's  book 
is  written  in  simpler  language  and  is 
especially  intended  for  work  with  the 
pupils  of  the  seventh,  eighth  and  ninth 
grades.  Prof.  Muzzey's  book  is  ex- 
clusively a  high  school  text. 

Mr.  Muzzey  is  criticized  for  stating 
(in  section  120)  that  "the  cause  of  the 
Revolution  was  a  difference  of  opinion 
as  to  the  nature  of  the  British  Em- 
pire." Mr.  Muzzey  goes  on  to  explain 
the  statement;  saying  in  effect  that 
the  colonists  looked  upon  the  Empire 
as  a  federation;  the  colonists  felt  that 
they  were  entitled  to  certain  imme- 
morial rights  and  to  their  own  repre- 
sentative bodies  which  had  the  right 
to  decide  how  much  they  should  con- 
tribute to  the  support  of  the  Empire. 
England  considered  the  Empire  as  a 
unit  in  wnich  Parliament  was  the 
source  of  authority.  According  to 
English  opinion,  the  Americans  were, 
like  the  great  body  of  English  citi- 
zens, represented  by  the  Commons. 

Most  students  of  history  will  admit 
that  there  was  a  very  material  dif- 
ference of  opinion  between  the  colo- 
nies and  England  on  this  point.  Most 
students  will  agree  that  this  difference 
of  opinion  was  the  fundamental  cause 
of  the  war,  although  it  is  not  always 
stated  in  just  this  way.  If  the  critic 
considers  that  this  difference  of  op..i 
ion  did  not  exist,  or  that  Mr.  Muzzey 
is  un-American,  unpatriotic,  or  pro- 
British,  in  stating  that  there  was  such 
a  difference  of  opinion,  he  sliould 
submit  competent  authority  in  support 
of    his   view. 

The  criticism  appears  to  be  aimed 
at  the  way  in  which  Mr.  Muzzey 
states  facts  and  balances  arguments. 
Mr.  Muzzey's  desire  to  give  both 
sides  of  the  question  is  not  only  typi- 
cal but  also  in  harmony  with  the 
American  love  of  fair-play—something 
which  is  a  strong  characteristic  of 
the  present  day  young  American  for 
whom  Mr.  Muzzey  is  writing.  The 
righteousness  of  the  American  cause, 
and  the  patriotism  of  the  pupil,  are 
nowise  lessened,  by  showing  both 
sides  of  the  question.  Mr.  Muzzey's 
own  conviction  that  the  Americans 
were   in  the   right  is   unmistakable. 

Prof.  Muzzey  is  blamed  for  omit- 
ting mention  of  Nathan  Hale,  An- 
thony Wayne,  Putnam,  Sumter,  Pick- 
ens, Marion,  Stark,  Sullivan,  Knox, 
Commodore  Barry,  Sergt.  Jasper, 
Light  Horse  Harry  Lee,  Molly  Pitch- 
er, Betsy  Ross  and  the  birth  of  the 
Flag,  the  battles  of  Bennington  and 
Stony  Point  and  many  other  heroic 
naines   and   events. 

This  criticism  entirely  ignores,  how- 
ever, the  fact  that  there  are  about 
seventy-five  different  books  available 
for  use  in  instruction  in  American  His- 
tory in  the  Boston  elementary  schools, 
and  about  a  dozen  different  textbooks 
in  American  history  available  in  high 
schools,  to  say  nothing  of  the  re- 
sources of  the  school  libraries.  A 
teacher  in  the  elementary  schools 
probably  bases  her  instruction  on 
twenty-five  different  books.  The  same 
thing  is  true  in  general  in  the  high 
school.  No  teacher  bases  her  work  on 
any   one   book.      No   pupil   is   expected 


to  learn  all  his  history  from  any  one 
book.  Histories  are  written  from  dif- 
ferent standpoints.  One  writer  stress- 
es military  features,  another  constitu- 
tional, another  economic,  another  so- 
cial, etc.  One  of  the  reasons  for  add- 
ing Muzzey's  revised  edition  of  his 
American  history  to  the  list  was  that 
the  book  contained  a  good  chapter  on 
the  World  War,  and  this  applies  also 
to  Hart's  volume. 

Probably  no  one  would  wish  to 
have  the  history  of  the  last  few 
decades  omitted  from  text-books. 
But  not  much  more  time  can  be  de- 
voted to  the  study  of  history  in  our 
schools  now  than  was  given  thirty 
years  ago.  More  history  must  now 
be  compressed  into  any  given  book. 
The  great  need  of  our  multi-racial 
population  is  to  understand  the  his- 
toiy  and  institutions  of  the  present. 
In  order  to  do  this,  some  of  the  de- 
tails of  earlier  history  must  be  omit- 
ted. While  no  two  historians  and 
probably  no  two  critics  would  agree 
absolutely  as  to  wha^  should  be 
omitted,  what  retained,  it  is  possible 
to  establish  certain  fundamental 
principles  and  those  principles  are 
well  exemplified  in  the  book  under 
discussion. 

There  are  phases  of  history  which 
are  legendary,  anecdotal,  picturesque, 
which  appeal  strongly  to  the  child's 
imagination.  These  phases  are  best 
treated  in  the  form  of  stories  told 
by  the  teacher  and  found  in  the  read- 
ing books.  Provision  is  made  for 
such  work  in  the  early  grades.  His- 
tory has  its  biographical  aspect,  in 
which  series  of  events  are  grouped 
around  the  figures  of  great  leaders. 
This  also  is  provided  for  in  our  schools. 
In  the  upper  grades  of  the  elementary 
schools  the  pupils  are  ready  for  a  con- 
secutive study  of  our  national  his- 
tory and  they  have  such  a  course. 
To  none  of  the  stages  indicated  does 
Muzzey's  history  belong.  It  is  a  high 
school  text,  for  pupils  who  have  al- 
ready during  the  entire  school  course 
been  learnintg  history  in  the  elemen- 
tary schools.  They  are  ready  for  a 
book  which  does  not  deal  with  history 
solely  from  its  picturesque  side.  They 
do  not  wish  a  book  which  repeats 
many  of  the  things  which  they  already 
know.  They  are  ready  to  learn  the 
causes  of  events,  to  trace  the  history 
of  their  country  as  a  whole,  to  study 
the  geographic,  economic,  industrial, 
and  social  factors  which  have  entered 
into  its  development ;  to  study  present 
day  political  factors  and  conditions, 
and  the  importance  of  the  United 
States  as  a  great  world  power. 

Objection  is  made  to  the  following 
effect;  evidently  reference  is  made  to 
sections  137  and  138  (pages  118  and 
119)  : 

'Every  nation  that  gave  aid  or  rec- 
ognition to  the  colonists,  according  to 
Muzzey,  was  actuated  by  r»ean,  sel- 
fish motives.  France  assisted  only  af- 
ter she  saw  that  'The  American  re- 
volt was  a  weapon  strong  enough  to 
use  in  taking  revenge  on  England. 
Spain  joined  England's 
enemies  with  the  hope  of  regaining 
the  island  of  Jamaica  and  the  strong- 
hold of  Gibraltar!  Holland,  England's 
old  commercial  rival,  came  into  the 
league  for  the  destruction  of  Britain's 
naval  power  and  the  overthrow  of  her 
colonial   empire.'  " 

"Thus  the  American  Revolution,  af- 
ter the  victory  of  Saratoga,  developed 
into  a  coalition  of  four  great  powers 
against  Great  Britain;  and  the  Amer- 
ican continent  became  again,  for  the 
fifth  time  within  a  century,  the  ground 
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on  wliit'h  l''riiii<'(^  ;iiul  lOiiKl.'iii'l  foiiKlit 
out  their  miehty  duel." 

It  la  I'Kiisoiiablc  to  point  out  iK.'re, 
that  in  si'ftion  i;i7  Mr.  Muzzcy  Hpeak.s 
of  the  l'"i-cncli  Ministry  i-iidicr  th.in 
France.     Mr.   Muzzoy  says: 

"The:  French  Ministry,  whicli  loi' 
over  a  year  had  b(  en  rofiisiiiK'  the  I'e- 
peated  requests  of  the  colonies  for  an 
alliance,  doubting  If  the  American  re- 
volt were  a  weapon  strong  enough  to 
use  In  taking  revenKe  on  England  for 
(he  humiliating  defeat  of  twenty  years 
before,  decided  in  the  affirmative  after 
Saratoga." 

Of  course,  the  "French  Ministry" 
and  "Prance"  may  be  identical  terms. 
Again  they  may  not.  In  any  argu- 
ment however,  a  scrupulous  accu- 
racy in  quotation  is  demanded  as  a 
simple    matter    of    justice. 

Again,  it  may  be  pointed  out  that 
the  above  quotations  are  taken  from 
two  different  paragraphs  of  Muzzey's 
history.  Had  the  paragraphs  been 
quoted  entire,  the  force  of  the  objec- 
tions would  have  been  lessened.  Al- 
most anything  may,  however,  be 
"proved"  if  sentences  torn  from  their 
context  are  interpreted  by  a  partisan 
critic.  It  is  respectfully  suggested  to 
those  who  believe  in  the  soundness 
of  these  objections  that  they  read 
chapter  XXVII  of  "The  History  of 
Modern  Times,"  by  Victor  Duruy, 
translated  by  the  late  Professor  Gros- 
venor  of  Amherst  College,  Henry 
Holt  &  Company,  New  York,  1894. 
Also,  chapter  L.VII  of  the  "History 
of  Prance,"  by  M.  Guizot,  translated 
by  Robert  Black,  published  by  Estes 
and  Laui'iat,  Boston.  The  books  were 
written  and  translated  so  long  ago 
that  the  two  French  scholars  and 
their  translators  will  probably  not 
be  accused  of  participation  in  the 
alleged  campaign  of  American  his- 
torians for  distorting  and  Anglicizing 
American  history  text-books.  Atten- 
tion is  invited  to  the  following  quota- 
tions: 

Duruy  says:  "France  had  hailed 
with  enthusiasm  a  revolution  wherein 
she  recognized  herself.  She  received 
the  American  privateers  in  her  h>„^i 
bors,  and  Holland  sold  them  muni- 
tions. To  determine  France  to  convert 
this  indirect  assistance  into  an  alli- 
ance the  united  States  sent  a  deputa- 
tion to  Paris,  at  the  head  of  which 
was  the  illustrious  Franklin,  who  dur- 
ing his  stay  in  France  was  the  object 
of  a  constant  ovation.  The  young  no- 
bility, exalted  by  philosophic  ideas, 
and  all  on  Are  to  efface  the  shame  of 
the  Seven  Years'  War  and  to  flght 
against  a  detested  rival,  wished  in  a 
crowd  to  set  out  for  America.  The 
Marquis  de  la  Payette,  aged  hardly 
twenty,  quitted  his  enceinte  wife,  and 
himself  chartered  a  vessel  which  he 
loaded  with  arms.  But  the  govern- 
ment dreaded  a  rupture  with  Great 
Britain.  Turgot  had  demanded  that 
France  remain  neutral,  well  foresee- 
ing that  England  would  gain  more 
by  acknowledging  the  indenendence  of 
her  colonies  than  by  holding  them 
restive  under  the  yoke.  De  Vergenr.es, 
in  accord  with  the  cabinet  of  Madrid, 
was  satisfied  at  first  by  sending  in- 
direct assistance;  he  secretly  ad- 
vanced Beaumarchais  the  monej 
necessary  for  him  to  dispatch  to  the 
colonists  the  arms  and  munitions 
which   they   lacked. 

"The  defeat  of  Saratoga  decided 
Louis  XVI.  to  yield  to  the  solicita- 
tions of  Franklin  and  of  his  minis- 
ters. On  February  6,  1778,  he  signed 
with  the  United  States  a  commercial 
treaty,   fortified   by  an   alliance   offen- 


sive and  defensive  If  England  declared 
war  against  France.  The  English 
.imbassador  was  at  once  recalled.

It.  may  not  be  out  of  place  to  remark 
that  the  I'Vench  historian,  as  quoted 
.ibovo,  ap|)arently  ma-jccB  a  dlHtlnctlon 
between  the  French  people  and  the 
"French    Ministry." 

Duruy  says  further :  "A  check  of 
Count  d'Estaing  before  Savannah, 
which  he  wished  to  enter  before  the 
breach  was  opened,  for  a  moment  com- 
promised the  American  cause.  But 
a  vast  coalition  was  forming  against 
the  maritime  despotism  of  England. 
To  hinder  France  and  Spain  from  re- 
ceiving from  the  north  states  the 
naval  munitions  neces.sary  to  their 
arsenals,  the  English  arrested  and 
.searched  neutral  ships.  Hence  arose 
a  thousand  vexations  and  abuses  and 
the  ruin  of  the  trade  of  neutrals. 
Catherine  II.  was  the  first  to  proclaim 
the  freedom  of  the  flag  (1780)  on  con- 
dition that  it  did  not  cover  contraband 
of  war,  such  as  powder,  balls,  and  can- 
non ;  to  support  this  principle  she  pro- 
posed a  scheme  of  armed  neutrality 
which  was  successively  accepted  by 
Sweden  and  Denmark,  Prussia  and 
Austria,  Portugal,  the  two  Sicilies,  and 
Holland.  England  forthwith  declared 
war  against  Holland,  the  weakest  and 
most  vulnerable  of  the  neutral  states. 
Rodney  threw  himself  upon  St.  Eusta- 
tius,  a  Dutch  colony,  where  he  made 
the  seizure  of  more  than  16,000,000 
francs'  worth,  which  the  brave  La- 
mothe-Piquet  retook  in  sight  of  the 
English  shores." 

"Then  were  reaped  the  fruits  of  the 
policy  of  the  Duke  de  Choiseul,  who 
had  renewed  the  alliance  of  France 
with  Spain.  The  latter  power  offered 
its  mediation,  which  England  refused. 
Persuaded  by  the  Count  de  Vergenne.«, 
who  pointed  out  Gibraltar,  Minorca, 
and  the  Ploridas  ripe  for  reconquest. 
she  declared  war  against  England  and 
united  her  fleet  to  that  of  France 
(1779)."

It  appears  to  be  clear  that  France 
did  not  enter  the  war  until  the 
Americans,  by  the  great  victory  of 
Saratoga,  had  shown  that  any  assist- 
ance offered  them  would  be  effective. 
It  appears  to  be  true  that  France 
fought  with  the  hope  of  humbling 
England.  It  appears  to  be  clear 
that  Spain  entered  the  war  only  at 
the  request  of  Prance  and  with  the 
hope  of  regaining  territory  which 
she  considered  rightfully  hers.  It 
appears  that  Holland  actually  "came 
into  the  League  for  the  destruction 
of  Britain's  naval  power  and  the 
overthrow  of  her  colonial  empire." 

Mr.  Muzzey  does  not  say  that 
these  were  "mean,  selfish  motives." 
The  motives  were  quite  reasonable 
and  comprehensible.  If  Duruy  and 
Guizot  and  Muzzey  are  wrong,  if  the 
government  of  Louis  XVI  was  long- 
ing to  establish  a  new  and  free  gov- 
ernment on  the  American  Continent; 
if  Spain  was  anxious  to  assist  in 
setting  up  a  new  nation,  whose  in- 
fluence would  be  a  constant  menace 
to  her  own  control  of  her  vast 
American  possessions;  if  Holland, 
from  pure  love  of  a  foreign  people, 
who  were  in  possession  of  territory 
which  had  once  been  hers,  was 
anxious  to  enter  upon  a  war  which 
would  jeopardize  her  own  existence 
— and  this  is  what  the  critics  would 
have  us  believe, — why  do  they  not 
taring  forward  their  proof,  instead  of 
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making-  accusations  unsupported  by 
a   particle  of  evidence? 

What  is  there  un-American  or  pro- 
British  in  stating  that  the  American 
Revolution,  after  the  battle  of  Sara- 
toga, developed  into  a  coalition  of 
four  powers  against  Great  Britain? 
Is  it  true  or  is  it  not,  that  France, 
Spain,  and  Holland  were  fighting  on 
the  side  of  the  Americans?  What  ob- 
jection is  there  to  saying  that  the 
Ainerican  continent  again  became  the 
ground  on  which  France  and  England 
fought  out  their  mighty  duel?  What 
Mr.  Muzzey  makes  clear  is  that  the 
American  Revolution  was  no  longer 
an  isolated  struggle— a  revolt.  It  was 
recognized  as  a  war.  The  Americans 
were  at  last  openly  recognized  as  a 
new  nation  and  the  epoch-ixiaking 
struggle  is  given  its  proper  place  in 
world    history. 

To  quote  a  further  criticism:  "Muz- 
zey teaches  the  American  child  that 
in  the  negotiations  for  peace,  France 
sought  to  betray  the  interests  of 
America  and  that  America  actually 
did  violate  her  compact  and  betray 
the   interests   of   France." 

In  the  above  criticism  reference  is 
evidently  made  to  a  few  words  of 
section  153,  page  128.  But  this  section 
cannot  be  properly  judged  apart  from 
those  sections  which  immediately 
precede  it  and  those  which  imme- 
diately follow  it.  The  subject  of  the 
peace  negotiations  of  1782  is  an  ex- 
tremely difficult  one  to  treat  within 
the  limits  of  a  high  school  text  book. 
The  historian  should  be  judged  by  his 
discussion  as  a  whole,  not  by  a  few 
sentences  Accordingly  sections  ISO- 
IBS   are  here   quoted   entire: 

"150.  GEORGE  III.  ABANDONS 
THE  STRUGGLE.  When  the  news  of 
Cornwallis's  surrender  at  Yorktown 
reached  Lord  North  he  threw  up  his 
hands  and  exclaimed,  "My  God!  It 
is  all  over."  The  stubborn  king  was 
not  so  ready  to  read  in  Yorktown  the 
doom  of  his  tenacious  policy  of  coer- 
cion. Always  mistaking  the  satisfac- 
tion of  his  royal  will  for  the  salvation 
of  the  British  Empire,  he  stormed 
against  the  rising  sentiment  for  peace 
with  America  and  wrote  letters  of 
petulant  bombast  to  his  prime  miiiis- 
ter,  threatening  to  resign  the  British 
crown  and  retire  to  his  ancestral  do- 
mains in  Germany.  But  threats  and 
entreaties  were  of  no  avail.  The  na- 
tion was  sick  of  the  rule  of  the 
"King's  Friends,"  and  the  earlj^ 
months  of  17S2  saw  George  HI.  com- 
pelled to  part  with  Lord  North  and 
receive  into  his  service,  if  not  into 
his  confidence,  the  Whig  states- 
men. Lord  Shelburne,  the  new 
prime  minister,  sent  a,  diplomatic 
agent  to  Paris  to  discuss  terms  of 
peace  with  the  American  commission- 
ers. Jay,   Franklin  and  John  Adams. 

151.  COMPLICATIONS  IN  THE 
PEACE  NEGOTIATIONS.  The  situa- 
tion was  a  very  complicated  one.  The 
United  States,  by  the  treaty  of  al- 
liance with  France  in  1778,  had  pledged 
itself  not  to  make  a  separate  peace 
with  England.  Then  the  French  had 
drawn  Spain  into  the  war,  with  the 
promise  of  recovering  for  her  the 
island  of  Jamaica  in  the  West  Indies 
(taken  by  Oliver  Cromwell's  fleet  in 
1955)  and  the  rock  fortress  of  Gibral- 
tar (captured  by  the  English  in  1704). 
The  Franco-American  alliance  had 
been  successful,  as  we  have  seen,  l<i 
defeating  the  British  invasion  of  the 
Atlantic  seaboard,  thus  assuring  the 
independence  of  the  United  States.  But 
the    bolder    Franco-Spanish    design    of 


destroying  the  naval  supremacy  of 
Great  Britain  and  dividing  up  her 
colonial  empire  had  entirely  faileu. 
It  soon  became  evident  to  the  Amer- 
ican diplomats  at  Paris  that  France 
was  planning  to  find  consolation  for 
her  defeated  ally,  Spain,  at  the  ex- 
pense of  her  victorious  ally,  America. 
In  fact,  Vergennes,  the  French  min- 
ister, had  prepared  a  map  on  which 
the  United  States  figured  as  the  same 
old  colonial  strip  between  the  Alle- 
ghanies  and  the  sea,  while  the  west- 
ern region  north  of  the  Ohio  was  to 
be  restored  to  England'  and  that  south 
of  the  Ohio  to  the  Indians,  partly  un- 
der American  and  partly  under  Span- 
ish protection  (see  map).  Thus  the 
new  republic  was  to  be  robbed  of  the 
fruits  of  the  labors  of  Boone,  Sevier, 
Robertson,  and  Clark,  and  the  Missis- 
sippi was  to  be  a  Spanish  stream. 
"This  court  is  interested  in  separating 
tis  from  Great  Britain,"  wrote  Jay 
froin  Paris,  "but  it  is  not  their  in- 
terest that  we  should  become  a  great 
and    formidable    people." 

152.  OUR  GREAT  DEBT  TO 
FRANCE.  Yet  we  were  greatly  be- 
holden to  France.  Her  aid  in  men, 
ships,  and  money  had  been  so  timely 
and  generous  that  it  is  almost  certain 
that  without  it  the  American  cause 
would  have  been  lost.  The  Continen- 
tal Congress,  resorting  to  every  pos- 
sible device,— requisitions  on  the 
states,  confiscation  of  Tory  estates,  do- 
mestic loans,  even  a  national  lottery, — 
could  raise  only  a  small  fraction  of 
the  money  needed  to  carry  on  the 
war.  By  1778  it  had  issued  $63,500,000 
of  paper  money,  which  was  rapidly 
coming  to  be  worth  hardly  more  than 
the  paper  on  which  it  was  printed. 
The  bracing  effect  on  our  languishing 
finances  of  the  arrival  of  2,500,000 
francs  in  French  gold  can  easily  be 
imagined.  Our  commissioners  in 
Paris,  therefore,  were  instructed  by 
Congress  not  to  proceed  in  the  peace 
negotiations  without  the  consent  and 
concurrence  of  the  French   ministr>. 

153.  THE  UNITED  STATES  MAKES 
A  SEPARATE  PEACE  WITH  ENG- 
LAND The  critical  question  before 
Jay,  Adams  and  Franklin  was  wheth- 
er or  not  they  should  obey  their 
instructions  from  Congress  and 
refuse  to  conclude  a  favorable 
peace  with  the  willing  Whig 
ministry  of  England  merely  be- 
cause France  wanted  to  deprive  the 
new  republic  of  her  western  conquests 
and  recompense  Spain  in  the  Missis- 
sippi Valley  for  what  she  had  failed 
to  get  in  the  West  Indies  and  in  the 
Mediterranean.  The  commisioners, 
following  Jay's  advice,  disobeyed 
Congress,  violated  the  treaty  of  alli- 
ance with  France,  and  concluded  the 
peace  with  England  alone,  thereby  se- 
curing the  whole  territory  from  the 
Atlantic  to  the  Mississippi.  But  it 
took  all  the  tact  and  shrewd  suavit, 
of  Benjamin  Franklin  to  make  thtj 
French  ministry  accept  the  terms  of 
the  treaty  with  even  tolerably  good 
grace. 

154  TERMS  OF  THE  PEACE. 
There  were  difficult  points  in  the  nego- 
tiations with  England  too,  despite  the 
desire  of  both  sides  to  come  to  terms. 
The  British  ministry  readily  ac- 
knowledged the  independence  of  the 
United  States  and  made  but  slight  pro- 
test against  its  extension  westward  to 
the  Mississippi.  England  also  con- 
ceded to  the  United  States  the  valuable 
privilege  of  sharing  the  Newfoundland 
fisheries.  But  the  questions  of  debts 
due  to  English  merchants  from  the  col- 
onists  before  the  war,   and  the  treat- 
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ment  of  the  American  Loyal i.st.s,  or 
Tories,  were  very  troublesome.  Tlie 
American  Congics.s  had  no  money  of 
Its  own  and  had  no  authority  to  dis- 
pose of  the  funds  of  tlie  states.  It 
could  not,  therefore,  give  the  Urltlsli 
ministry  any  sufficient  guarantee  that 
the  debts  would  be  paid.  John  Adams 
might  assure  William  Pitt  with  some 
asperity  and  Indignation  that  the 
Americans  had  "no  idea  of  cheating 
anybody,"  but  the  declaration  looked 
to  Pitt  renuirUubly  liUe  Mr.  Adams' 
private  opinion  merely.  This  matter  of 
the  debts  might  have  frustrated  the 
peace  negotiations  entirely,  had  not  the 
Brltlsli  supplemented  the  American  as- 
surances of  good  will  by  the  secret 
plan  to  hold  on  to  the  valual)lo  fur- 
trading  posts  along  tlie  Great  Lakes 
from  Oswego  to  Mackinac  until  the 
debts   were   paid. 

155.  THE  PROBLEM  OF  THE 
LOYALISTS.  Still  more  delicate  was 
the  question  of  the  treatment  of  the 
Loyalists.  Tens  of  thousands  of  the 
American  colonists  had  been  opposed 
to  the  war  with  the  mother  country, — 
some  out  of  prudent  anxiety  lest  the 
war  would  entail  business  ruin  and 
general  disorder,  others  from  an  op- 
timistic belief  that  in  spite  of  "Green- 
ville's well-meant  blunder  and  Towns- 
hend's  malicious  challenge"  the  situa- 
tion could  be  "rectified  without  the 
disruption  of  the  Empire."  The  more 
ardent  of  these  Loyalists  denounced 
the  Congress  in  unmeasured  terms  as  a 
collection  of  quarrelsome,  pettifogging 
lawyers  and  mechanics  ;  and  when  the 
Declaration  of  Independence  put  them 
in  the  position  of  traitors,  many  of 
them  entered  the  British  armies.  To 
abandon  these  allies,  who,  at  the  sac- 
rifice of  their  property  and  reputation 
in  America,  had  obeyed  King  George's 
call  to  all  loyal  citizens  to  aid  in  put- 
ting down  rebellion,  seemed  to  the 
British  ministry  an  unpardonable  in- 
justice. It  thought  that  the  American 
Congress  should  restore  to  these  Loyal- 
ists their  confiscated  estates  (valued 
at  some  $20,000,000)  or  reimburse 
them  with  the  territory  north  of  the 
Ohio,  which  Clark  had  conquered. 

156.  THE  AMERICAN  VIEW  OF 
THE  TORIES.  But  in  the  breasts  of 
the  American  patriots  the  thought  of 
the  Tories  roused  bitter  memories.  It 
was  not  alone  their  jibes  and  insults, 
their  vilification  of  the  character  of 
Washington  and  his  associates,  their 
steady  encouragement  of  desertion 
and  mutiny  in  the  American  army,  or 
their  own  appearance  in  the  uniform 
of  the  king's  troops.  Congress  re- 
membered how  in  the  dark  winter  of 
1776,  when  Washington  was  vainly  im- 
ploring the  farmers  of  New  Jersey 
for  food  for  his  destitute  soldiers,  the 
Tory  squires  of  the  state  were  selling 
Lord  Howe  their  rich  harvests  at 
good  prices,  to  feed  the  British  in- 
vaders; and  how  in  the  still  darker 
winter  that  followed,  while  Washing- 
ton's starving  and  shivering  army  at 
"Valley  Forge  was  losing  more  men  by 
desertion  daily  than  it  was  gaining 
by  recruiting,  the  Tory  drawing- 
rooms  of  Philadelphia  were  gay  with 
festivities  in  honor  of  the  British  of- 
ficers. It  was  hard  that  the  new 
country,  already  burdened  with  a  war 
debt  of  $50,000,000  with  its  political 
life  to  establish  on  a  firm  basis  and 
its  industries  and  commerce  to  or- 
ganize anew,  should  be  asked  to 
recompense  the  men  who  had  done 
their  utmost  to  wreck  the  patriot 
cause,— men  whom  even  the  careful 
tongue  of  Washington  called  "detest- 
able parricides!"

I>A.\1J'S  TIOUMS.  The  British  mlnl.s- 
try  hnally  accepted  the  assurance  of 
the  American  commissioners  that 
Congr<!HH  would  recommend  to  the 
slates  the  restitution  of  the  property 
of  such  J.,oyaIists  a.-s  had  not  borne 
arms  against  the  United  States  and 
would  jjut  no  oljstacle  in  the  way  of 
the  collection  of  debts  due  British 
subjects.  The  Jiritish  government  It- 
self came  to  the  aid  of  the  "active" 
Loyalists,  granting  them  liberal  pen- 
sions and  land  in  Canada.  Europe 
was  amazed  at  England's  generosity. 
"The  English  buy  the  peace  rather 
than  make  it,"  wrote  Vergennes; 
"their  concessions  as  to  boundaries, 
the  fisheries,  the  Loyalists,  exceed 
everything  I  had  thought  po.ssible."  It 
was  a  complete  if  a  tardy  triumph  of 
that  feeling  of  sympathy  for  men  of 
common  blood,  common  language, 
traditions,  and  institutions,  across  the 
seas,  which  had  been  so  long  strug- 
gUng  to  find  a  voice  in  the  corrupt 
councils   of   the   English  court. 

158.  THE  RETIREMENT  OF 
WASHINGTON.  On  the  eighteenth 
of  April,  1783,  the  eighth  anniversary 
of  the  night  when  Paul  Revere 
roused  the  minutemen  of  Lexington  to 
meet  the  British  regulars  on  the  villag'e 
green,  Washington  proclaimed  hostili- 
ties at  an  end ;  and,  by  the  splendid 
example  of  his  single-minded  patriot- 
ism, persuaded  men  and  officers  to  go 
to  their  homes  "without  a  farthing 
in  their  pockets,"  confident  in  the  pow- 
er and  good  will  of  their  new  govern- 
ment to  reward  them  according  to 
their  deserts.  The  final  articles  of 
peace  were  signed  September  3,  1783. 
On  November  25  the  last  British  regu- 
lars in  America  sailed  out  of  New  York 
harbor,  and  a  few  days  later  Washing- 
ton bade  his  officers  an  effectionate 
farewell  and  retired  to  his  home  at 
Mount  Vernon,  there,  as  he  hoped, 
"to  glide  gently  down  the  stream 
of  time  until  he  rested  with  his 
fathers." 

A  careful  reading  of  these  sections 
does  not  appear  to  sustain  the  objec- 
tions. Muzzey's  discussion  may  be 
summarized  as  follows : 

George  III,  stubborn  to  the  end,  had 
to  yield  to  the  rising  sentiment  for 
peace.  The  new>  prime  minister  sent 
a  diplomatic  agent  to  Paris  to  treat 
with  the  American  Commissioners,  Jay, 
Franklin,   and  John  Adams.      (150) 

The  United  States  had  pledged  itself 
not  to  make  a  separate  peace  with 
England.  France  had  drawn  Spain 
into  the  conflict,  with  the  promise  of 
recovering  for  her  Jamaica  and  Gib- 
raltar. The  United  States  had  gained 
her  independence,  but  the  naval  pow- 
er of  Britain  had  not  been  destroyed 
and  Spain's  hopes  had  not  been  real- 
ized. France  wished  to  indemnify 
Snain  at  the  expense  of  America. 
Vergennes  wished  to  assign  the  west- 
ern region  north  of  the  Ohio  to  Eng- 
land, and  that  south  of  the  Ohio  to 
the  Indians  partly  under  Spanish, 
nartly  under  American  control.  The 
Mississippi  was  to  become  a  Spanish 
river.  The  new  United  States  would 
be  limited  to  the  old  territory  between 
the  Alleghanies  and  the  sea  and  the 
conquests  of  Boone,  Sevier,  Robertson, 
and  Clark  were  to  go  for  naught.  Jay 
wrote,  "This  court  is  interested  in 
separating  us  from  Great  Britain,  but 
it  is  not  to  their  interest  that  v> . 
should  become  a  great  and  formidable 
people."   (151.) 

In  recognition  of  the  timely  and  gen- 
erous  aid    given  by   France,   Congress 
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instructed  the  commissioners  not  to 
proceed  in  the  peace  negotiations 
without  the  consent  and  concurrence 
of  the  Frencli  ministry.    (Section  152.) 

Jay,  Adams  and  Franlclin  had  to  de- 
cide whether  they  should  decline  to 
make  a  favorable  peace  with  England, 
merely  because  France  wanted  to  de- 
prive the  new  republic  of  her  west- 
ern conquests  and  recompense  Spain 
in  the  Mississippi  Valley  for  what  she 
had  failed  to  gain  elsewhere.  By  the 
advice  of  Jay  the  commissioners  dis- 
obeyed Congress,  violated  the  treaty 
of  alliance  with  France,  concluded 
peace  with  England,  thereby  securing 
the  whole  territory  from  the  Atlantic 
to  the  Mississippi.  Benjamin  Frank- 
lin Anally  succeeded  in  inducing  the 
French  ministry  to  acquiesce  in  the 
terms   of   the   treaty.     (Section  153). 

It  appears  that  these  sections  do 
not  anywhere  contain  the  word  be- 
tray. The  American  obligations  to 
France  are  fully  recognized.  The 
treaty  with  France  was  actually  vio- 
lated but  the  French  ministry  ac- 
quiesced in  the  action  of  the  Ameri- 
can commissioners.  In  view  of  all 
the  circumstances  it  would  appear 
that  Jay,  Adams,  and  Franklin  acted 
with  great  judgment  and  courage. 
The  wisdom  of  their  action  has  been 
amply  proved.  Unless  wo  are  dis- 
posed to  condemn  Adams,  Jay  and 
Franklin,  we  can  hardly  blame  Muz- 
zey  for  giving  a  straightforward  ac- 
count and  explanation  of  their  acts. 

Further  objection  is  made  in  the  fol- 
lowing terms :  "England  alone  was  up- 
right, unselfish  and  generous  in  the 
peace    terms." 

The  pages  of  Muzzey  have  been 
searched  without  success  in  the  en- 
deavor to  find  this  statement  or  one  re- 
sembling it.  It  was  probably  sug- 
gested by  certain  words  in  section  157, 
page  130,  already  quoted  in  full  above. 

To  quote  further :  "Europe  was 
amazed  at  England's  generosity." 

The  Frenchman,  de  Vergennes,  is 
quoted  as  saying:  "The  English  buy 
the  peace  rather  than  make  it ;  their 
concessions  as  to  boundaries,  the  fish- 
eries, the  LiOyalists,  exceed  everything 
that  I  had  thought  possible."  (section 
157,   page   130). 

Such  a  feeling  on  the  part  of  the 
Europe  of  Louis  XVI.  Frederick  the 
Great,  Joseph  II,  Catherine  the  Great, 
and  even  of  Charles  III  is  quite  in- 
telligible. 

"It  was  a  complete,  if  a  tardy  tri- 
umph of  that  feeling  of  sympathy  of 
men  of  common  blood,  common  lan- 
guage, traditions,  and  institutions, 
across  the  seas,  which  had  been  so 
long  struggling  to  find  a  voice  in  the 
corrupt  councils  of  the  English  Court." 
(section  157,  page  130). 

If  to  say  that  the  English  Court 
under  George  III  was  corrupt ;  that  the 
decent  elements  in  England  had  for  a 
long  time  had  no  voice  in  the  Govern- 
ment ;  that  that  part  of  the  English 
people,  which  followed  such  me  n  as 
Burke,  Pitt,  and  Barre,  had  at  last  tri- 
umphed ;  if  to  say  this  be  un-American 
and  pro-British,  then  indeed  a  histor- 
ian has  no  right  to  express  an  opinion 
rigidly  based  upon  facts,  but  must 
blindly  follow  any  and  every  sensation- 
a,l  critic. 

Another  criticism  is  that  among  the 
causes  leading  to  the  War  of  1812, 
Professor   Muzzey    says: 

"The  next  move  of  the  (American) 
administration  was  an  attempt  to 
bribe  England  and  France  to  bid 
against  each  other  for  our  trade." 


This  statement  is  found  in  section 
236,  (pages  182  and  183)  of  Muzzey's 
History,  entitled  "President  Madison's 
Diplomacy,"  which  should  be  read  as 
a  whole,  in  connection  with  the  pre- 
ceding section:  "The  Embargo  Act." 
What  he  says  must  be  briefly  sum- 
marized as  follows:  Jefferson  had  re- 
duced our  navy  far  below  the  point 
necessary  to  protect  American  com- 
merce. His  sole  remedy  was  "peace- 
ful coercion."  The  Embargo  Act  was 
passed  in  1807.  It  failed  of  its  pur- 
pose and  was  repealed  in  1809.  A 
Non-Intercourse  Act  with  Great  Bri- 
tain and  France  took  its  place.  Presi- 
dent Madison  neither  prepared  for 
war  nor  developed  an  effective  policy 
of  peace.  Deceived  by  the  promise  of 
the  British  Minister  that  the  Orders 
in  Council  would  be  revoked,  he  re- 
opened commerce  with  England.  The 
orders  were  not  repealed  and  the 
Enghsh  minister  was  recalled.  Con- 
gress repealed  the  Non-Intercourse 
Act  in  1810.  Macon's  Bill  was  enacted 
in  1810,  providing  that  as  soon  as 
either  France  or  England  withdrew 
its  decrees  against  our  shipping  the 
Non-Intercourse  Act  should  be  re- 
vived against  the  other  country.  If 
Macon's  bill  was  not  an  attempt  to 
bribe  the  two  powers  to  bid  against 
each  other  for  American  trade— 
what   was   it? 

It  is  true  that  "bribe"  is  an  unpleas- 
ant word  and  that  some  other,  such  as 
"lead,"  "induce,"  "persuade,"  could 
have  been  used.  But  this  is  no  reason 
for  charging  Mr.  Muzzey  with  lack  of 
patriotism,  with  subservience  to  Great 
Britain,  with  traducing  the  memory  of 
our  forefathers,  with  falsification  of 
the  records,  or  even  with  inaccuracy. 
That  the  whole  section  makes  unpleas- 
ant reading  is  true.  That  the  course 
of  the  War  of  1812  contains  a  lesson 
for  us  is  also  true,  and  both  Hart  and 
Muzzey  are  to  be  commended  for  point- 
ing it  out. 

There  remain  to  be  considered  cer- 
tain objections  which  while  formidable 
in  number,  may  be  dismissed  rather 
briefly.  With  the  alleged  inaccuracies 
of  statement  as  to  the  exact  place  In 
which  Patrick  Henry's  immortal 
speech  was  delivered  ;  as  to  the  circu- 
lation of  Paine's  "Common  Sense ;"  as 
to  the  right  of  appeal  from  state 
courts  to  the  Supreme  Court  of  the 
United  States  ;  as  to  the  number  of  the 
Union  troops  at  Gettysburg  on  July  3, 
1864,  the  present  review  does  not  con- 
cern itself ;  for,  in  the  first  place,  it  is 
a  simple  matter  to  make  any  necessary 
corrections,  and  the  historian  has 
shown  his  willingness  to  revise  and 
correct  his  text ;  and,  in  the  second 
place  a  discussion  of  such  matters  is 
beside  the  point  for  we  are  mainly  in- 
terested in  determining  whether  Muz- 
zey's book  is  un-American,  pro- 
British,   and  unfit  for  school  use. 

In  regard  to  unfair  statements  as* 
to  the  presidential  campaign  of 
1896,  the  pacification  of  the  Philip- 
pines, the  forest  reserve  policy,  the 
division  of  the  Republican  Party  in 
1910,  and  the  activities  of  Senator 
La  Follette,  the  criticisms  made  con- 
sist almost  entirely  in  a  different 
interpretation  of  facts,  and  the  his- 
torian has  as  good  a  right  to  his 
opinion  as  the  critic  to  his.  The 
same  thing  is  true  in  regard  to  the 
charges  of  partisanship, — with  spe- 
cial reference  to  the  tariff;  and  to 
the  division  of  the  people  into  classes. 
When  Muzzey's  pages  are  read  as  a 
whole,  when  they  are  discussed  in 
class     under      the      guidance      of     a 
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(.fiicluM-,     llio     niiiiits     o\i)k<il     li.\-     till' 
fi-itifs    slii-ink     rapidly     in     stntiii(\ 

Thofc  ;nv  statonicnts  in  Imth  of 
the  books  under  qu(\sti()n  which  can- 
not be  Kiven  unqualilicd  appfoval. 
There  are  passapres  whicli  coiild  he 
improved.  There  are  no  doubt  minor 
inaccuracies  of  detail  such  as  may 
easily  he  corrected.  But  there  is  no 
evidenc-e  of  an  apologetic  attitude 
tovard,  or  of  subservience  to,  Great 
Britain;  there  is  no  evidence  of  a 
lack  of  patriotism.  On  the  contrary 
a  very  'inc  spirit  of  Amei-icanism 
pervades  both  books.  With  a  few 
possible  exceptions  such  e.  s.  as  the 
i-cferenc(-s  to  .Jefferson  and  llamil- 
ton  in  sections  143  and  160  respec- 
tively, in  Hart's  history,  the  books 
contain  nothins;  improper  or  un- 
suitable for  the  school  room.  Both 
writers  have  dealt  with  recent  his- 
tory in  a  fair  and  intelligent  manner, 
expressing-  an  honest  opinion  as  is 
their  right  but  .with  atisolute  ab- 
stinence from  any  vilification  of 
those  who  hold  opposite  views. 

Both  writers  have  shown  a  striking 
sense  of  proportion,  great  skill  in 
focusing  attention  upon  what  is  vital, 
and  commendable  courage  in  calling 
attention  to  weaknesses  and  mistakes 
in  our  history,  some  of  which  still 
need  to  be  corrected.  The  few  de- 
fects of  these  books  are  insignificant 
as  compared  with  their  many  excel- 
lencies. Both  books  mark  an  advance 
in  the  writing  of  history  texts  for 
school  use.  Both  are  worthy  con- 
tributions to  the  study  and  the  teach- 
ing of  American  history.  Neither  of 
them  should  be  excluded  from  our 
schools. 

The  question  came  on  the  accept- 
ance of  the  report  and  the  adoption 
of  the  recommendation  contained 
Uierein. 

A  roll  call  being  ordered  affirma- 
tive action  was  taken  by  the  follow- 
ing vote:

The  following  minority  report  was 
presented : 

After  a  very  careful  study  of  the 
books  in  question,  "School  Historv  of 
the  United  States,"  by  Albert  Bush- 
nell  Hart,  edition  1920,  and  "An 
American  History''  by  D.  S.  Muzzey, 
revised  edition  1920,  I  am  of  the  opin 
ion  that  there  are  many  statements 
which  are  very  pointed  and  altogether 
too  free  for  the  minds  of  the  youth 
of  our  schools. 

Many  of  our  great  American  heroes 
are  not  mentioned,  some  barely  spoken 
of,  while  others  are  set  up  in  very 
degrading   terms. 

Important  events  in  American  His- 
tory are  passed  over  in  a  very  light 
strain,  appearing  to  be  mere  incidents 
and  not  great  events  in  the  life  of 
America. 

Patriotic  inspiration,  which  many 
believe  should  be  the  chief  cause  for 
the  study  of  American  history,  is 
not  developed  in  the  narrative  in  the 
necessary  and  usual  degree.  The  pre- 
Revolution  and  the  Revolutionary  pe- 
riods of  our  history,  the  story  of  In- 
dian life,  the  Pilgrims  and  other  top- 
ics which  children  like  best  and  which 
are  best  for  inculcating  patriotism  and 
a  distinctive  American  Spirit,  if  it  is 
to  be  developed  at  all  from  our  his- 
tory, are  given  too  little  space  or  en- 
tirely  omitted. 

The     pre     Revolutionary     period     is 


KiviTi  hut  four  and  one-half  pages,  the 
Indians  and  their  life  no  chapter,  and 
the  Pilgrims  receive  .slightly  more  than 
one  page. 

All  of  our  finest  Illustrations  of  the 
Revolution  are  omltt<!d,  such  as ;  The 
Boston  Tea  Party,  The  Battle  of 
Bunker  Hill,  Wa.shlngton  at  Valley 
h'orgvj.  The  Spirit  of  76,  Tiie  Minute 
iMan,  Lexington  ( Common  and  the  Sign- 
ing of  the  Declaration  of  Independence, 
and  only  colorless  illustrations  which 
are  largely  uninspirational,  supplied. 
This  criticism  of  illustration  also  ap- 
plies to  those  used  in  the  War  of  1812. 

I  thei-«fore  believe  that  the  above 
mentioned  books  should  be  withdrawn 
from   the  schools.

The  following  minority  report  was 
presented : 

I  dissent  from  the  report  of  the 
School  Committee  on  the  question 
of  the  character  of  the  text-books  in 
the  Boston  schools,  "School  History 
of  the  United  States,"  revised,  by 
Albert  Bushnell  Hart,  and  "Amei-i- 
can  History,"  revised,  by  David  Sa- 
ville  Muzzey.  In  dissenting  from 
the  Committee's  report  and  from  its 
action  in  retaining  said  books  in 
the  schools,  I  take  issue  with  the 
statements  contained  in  said  report 
and  the  appended  review  of  said 
histories  by  the  Board  of  Assistant 
Superintendents.  The  subject  under 
discussion  is  too  broad  to  admit 
here  of  a  dissenting  report  equal  to 
its  importance.  Let  me  here  note 
that  little  or  no  opportunity  has  been 
given  the  dissentors  from  the  Com- 
mittee's report  and  the  review  by 
the  Board  of  Assistant  Superintend- 
ents, to  study  the  same,  said  review 
having  been  read  for  the  first  time 
on  Friday  evening  last  with  only 
one  copy  of  the  same  provided  for 
the  entire  Committee.  Sufficient  to 
say  that  the  review  is  purely  and 
simply  an  evasion  of  a  question  the 
entire  liberty  loving  people  of 
America   are   watching. 

The  Committee  is  inconsistent  in  its 
statement  that  "the  accompanying  re- 
view should  not  be  construed  as  in- 
dicating that  the  members  of  the  C'.im- 
mittee  are  in  entire  sympathy  -and 
agreement  with  all  the  statements 
which  the  books  contain,"  since  that 
review  by  the  Board  of  Assistant  Su- 
perintendents does  not  criticize,  but 
defends  both  books  except  in  one  or 
two  trifling  instances.  The  Board's 
review  offers  as  a  defense  for  the  most 
glaring  and  un-American  statements 
in  both  Hart  and  Muzzey,  interpola- 
tions of  alleged  contemporary  history 
that  seem  to  it  to  prove  such  state- 
ments to  be  true.  It  falls  back  in  al- 
most every  instance  upon  long  drawn 
out  interpretations  of  matters  of  con- 
troversy some  of  said  matters  having 
become  controversial  only  in  recent 
history  revisions.  The  Board's  review 
made  no  reference  whatever  to  my 
own  brief  against  these  books,  a  brief 
that  cited  many  specific  instances  of 
the  perversion  of  our  history,  giving 
page  and  chapter.  It  evaded  many  of 
the  most  important  objections  and 
palliated  what  were  obviously  and 
l^alpably  wrong  and  harmful  state- 
ments in  said  books.  It  is  a  more 
complete  vindication  of  the  books  in 
almost  every  detail  than  even  I  had 
anticipated.  The  Committee  criticized 
some  of  the  protestants  at  the  public 
hearing  for  the  introduction  of  ex- 
traneous  matters    and   an   alleged   at- 
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tack  upon  the  Americanism  of  Pro- 
fessors  Hart  and  Muzzey. 

It  points  out  that  there  is  but  one 
issue,  i.  e.  certain  histories  now  in 
use  in  the  Boston  schools,  and  then 
immediately  proceeds  to  turn  the 
question  into  one  of  defence  of  the 
above  gentlemen  and  their  American- 
ism. The  Committee  ought  to  be  con- 
sistent and  give  to  the  question  itself 
the  same  exclusive  attention  it  re- 
quires from  the  protestants.  I  have 
not  assailed  the  Americanism  of 
either  Professor  Hart  or  Professor 
Muzzey.     I  trust  it  needs  no  defence. 

In  this  brief  statement,  since  the 
matters  and  the  specific  objections  to 
the  same  have  already  been  fully  pre- 
sented to  the  Committee,  I  shall  call 
the  attention  of  the  Committee  to 
only  a  few  of  my  objections  and  to 
asl^  it  again  if  the  objections  are  in 
themselves  not  sufficiently  well 
founded  to  merit  something  more  than 
its  defence  of  the  Americanism  of 
Professors    Hart    and    Muzzey. 

Instead  of  these  gentlemen  teaching 
the  youth  in  our  schools  in  effect  that 
it  is  rather  difficult  at  this  late  day 
to  fully  understand  why  the  patriots 
revolted  against  Great  Britain,  and 
that,  all  things  considered,  they  were 
pretty  well  off,  would  it  not  have  been 
better  by  far  to  refer  them  to  the 
reasons  and  necessity  for  the  Revolu- 
tion as  set  forth  in  the  Declaration  of 
Independence  itself,  subscribed  to  and 
signed  by  those  who  pledged  "their 
lives,  their  fortunes  and  their  sacred 
honor."  That  immortal  document  ought 
to  stand  at  least  on  equal  footing  with 
the  opinions  of  latter-day  history  re- 
visionists. Or  have  we  repudiated  the 
Declaration  of  Independence,  in  the 
words  of  a  prominent  Britain  of  that 
time,  as  "a  mass  of  rhetorical  generali- 
ties?" Or  should  we  not  refer  to  the 
statement  of  the  great  historian  Ban- 
croft that  "The  Revolution  was  in 
consequence  of  the  persevering  am- 
bition of  Great  Britain  to  consolidate 
its  power  over  America,"  and  fur- 
ther "In  this  manner  Great  Britain, 
allured  by  a  phantom  of  absolute 
authority  o\  er  the  colonists  made 
war  on   human   freedom." 

Would  it  not  have  been  better  to 
have  given  to  the  Battle  of  Bunker 
Hill,  that  epochal  inspiration  to  those 
struggling  for  liberty  everywhere, 
something  more  than  six  lines,  as 
Hart  does?  That  battle  of  untrained 
farmers  against  the  perfectly  disci- 
plined and  trained  army  of  the  great- 
est empire  of  its  time,  evoked  the 
wonder  and  admiration  of  the  world, 
even  of  Britons  themselves.  Is  time 
and  studied  effort  to  lessen  its  mean- 
ing and  importance  in  the  mind  of 
American  youth?  It  was  the  first 
chaJlenge  of  American  liberty  to 
armed  and  organized  tyranny.  Has 
it  lost  its  meaning,  and  must  it  bfe 
silent  now? 

Washington,  whose  character  and 
motives  the  revisionists  have  not  as 
yet  dared  to  impugn,  declared,  "Un- 
happy it  is  to  refiect  that  a  brother's 
sword  has  been  sheathed  in  a  brother's 
breast,  and  that  the  once  happy  and 
peaceful  plains  of  America  are  either 
to  be  drenched  with  blood  or  inhab- 
ited by  slaves.  Sad  alternative ! 
But  can  a  virtuous  man  hesitate  in 
his  choice?"  Franklin,  still  permitted 
to  rest  in  the  peaceful  serenity  of  a 
.glorious  memory,  reproved  and  con- 
demned delay  and  irresolution  on  the 
p.art  of  the  colonists,  when  he  knew 
that  every  method  of  peaceful  en- 
treaty     had      been      exhausted,      and 


declared,  "Make  yourselves  sheep  and 
the  wolves  will  eat  you."  "God  helps 
those   who   help   themselves." 

Joseph  Warren  declared  in  the 
Old  South  Meeting  House  in  the 
address  of  the  day^  commemorating 
the  Boston  Massacre,  at  which  some 
forty  British  army  and  navy  offi- 
cers were  present  and  courteously 
treated,  "Our  streets  again  are  filled 
with  armed  men,  our  harbor  is 
crowded  with  ships  of  war;  but 
these  cannot  intimidate  us;  our  lib- 
erty must  be  preserved;  it  is  dearer 
than  life."  The  presence  of  a  false 
impression  in  the  histories  for 
children  as  to  the  necessity  for  the 
Revolution  is  nothing  short  of  trea- 
son to  American  belief  and  treachery 
to   the   American   child. 

Would  it  not  have  been  better  for 
Professor  Hart,  in  writing  of  that 
immortal  and  glorious  figure, 
Thomas  Jefferson,  instead  of  calling 
the  attention  of  school  children  to 
the  alleged  charge  of  his  enemies 
that  he  (Jefferson)  was  "a  liar,  a 
demagogue  and  an  atheist,"  to  omit 
such  a  ciiarge  even  though  he  mildly 
refutes  it,  since  charges  and  accu- 
sations remain  in  the  minds  ot 
children  particularly  while  the  refu- 
tation   is    forgotten? 

Why  does  he  reiterate  the  charges  in 
the  questions  for  summary  of  the 
chapter,  in  the  words  "What  did  Jef- 
ferson's enemies  think  about  him?" 
Would  it  not  have  been  better,  in  order 
to  give  an  insight  into  the  real  char- 
acter of  Jefferson,  to  point  out  that  he 
prepared  for  the  Virginia  House  of 
Burgesses,  a  resolution  calling  for  the 
observance  of  the  day  on  which  the 
British  were  to  put  into  effect  the  Bos- 
ton Port  Act,  as  "a  day  of  fasting  and 
prayer,  devoutly  to  implore  Divine  In- 
terposition for  averting  the  dreadful 
calamity  that  threatens  our  civil  lib- 
erties and  civil  war." 

Instead  of  referring  to  Samuel 
Adams  as  "a  politician"  simply,  would 
it  not  have  been  proper  for  Professor 
Hart  to  have  the  youth  in  our  schools 
know  the  real  character  of  the  patri- 
ot who  was  the  greatest  single  factor 
in  the  Revolution,  Bancroft  said  that 
he  shared  every  sorrow  of  his  native 
town  of  Boston  and  that,  speaking  of 
his  country,  the  great  Adams  said 
"she  suffers  with  dignity,  and  rather 
than  submit  to  an  edict,  barbarous  be- 
yond precedent,  under  the  most  ab- 
solute monarchy,  she  will  put  the  mal- 
ice of  tyranny  to  the  severest  trial. 
An  empire  is  arising  in  America  ;  and 
Britain,  by  her  multiplied  oppressions, 
is  accelerating  that,  independence  that 
she  dreads.  We  have  a  post  to  main- 
tain, to  desert  which  would  entail 
upon  us  the  curses  of  posterity.  The 
virtue  of  our  ancestors  inspires  us ; 
They  were  contented  with  clams  and 
mussells.  For  my  part,  I  have  been 
want  to  converse  with  poverty  and  I 
can  live  happily  with  her  the  remainder 
of  my  days,  if  I  can  thereby  contribute 
to   tlie  redemption  of  my  country." 

That  is  an  incomplete  picture  of  the 
real  and  great  patriot,  Samuel  Adams, 
but  it  is  refreshing  alongside  Pro- 
fessor Hart's    "politician." 

It  was  this  same  "politician"  who 
wrote  to  Virginia  describing  the  tar- 
ring and  feathering  of  a  farmer  from 
Billerica  and  the  carting  of  him 
through  the  streets  placarded  with  a 
sign  "American  liberty— a  Specimen 
of  Democracy,"  surrounded  by  sol- 
diers with  fixed  bayonets,  and  declar- 
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iiiK  ill  thai  1(U(M-  "Si'c  wli.'it  indigni- 
ties we  siilTci-  ratluT  tlian  prccipitato 
a   (M-i.sia." 

Bancroft  says  tliat  the  soldiers 
seemed  encoiirafied  to  |)i'ovol<e  the 
people  tliat  tliey  might  be  given  some 
color   for   bi'niiinlng   liostilitles. 

The  ("ommiltoe  says  in  its  rei)ort 
that  no  one  believes  oui-  national 
heroes  were  demi-Kods.  That  is  true, 
lull  we  objeet  to  a  writer  or  writers 
of  history  books  for  the  use  of  our 
children,  taking  the  patriotic  fervor 
and  Divine  inspiration  from  the  char- 
acter of  the  nation's  founders  and 
leaving  only  the  dross  of  human  fail- 
ings. They  leave  to  the  juvenile 
philosophers  and  embryo  historians  in 
our  class  rooms  the  task  of  separat- 
ing the  wheat  from  the  chaff,  to  suit 
themselves.  It  Is  as  easy  as  it  is 
dangei'ous  and  wrong  to  confuse  the 
child's  mind  as  to  the  real  character 
of  its  national  heroes.  The  child  mind 
cannot  and  must  not  bo  tampered 
with  in  this  regard.  The  considera- 
tion and  estimate  of  the  lives  in  gen- 
eral of  the  founders  of  the  Republic 
should  be  left  to  maturer  minds  which 
will  not  regard  them  as  demi-gods, 
but  as  glorious,  devoted  and  self- 
sacrificing  lovers  of  America  .and  of 
liberty. 

The  Committee  throws  upon  the  ijro- 
testants  the  burden  of  providing  bet- 
ter school  histories,  and  asks  for  con- 
structive and  not  destructive  criticism. 
Such  an  attitude  is  as  unfair  as  it 
is  unreasoning  and  illogical.  That  is 
the  duty  of  the  School  Committee 
alone,  once  a  case  is  made  out  against 
a  book  for  text,  supplem.entary  or  ref- 
erence use  in  the  schools.  But  if  the 
Committee  is  looking  for  infoimation 
on  this  point,  and  its  reference  to  a 
better  history  or  histories  would  in- 
dicate a  realization  of  its  uncertainty 
on  the  matter  at  issue,  I  would  say 
that  Bancroft's  "History  of  the  United 
States"  is  a  treasure  house  of  truth 
as  to  the  facts,  and  of  the  story  of  the 
birth  and  development  of  the  Repub- 
lic during  the  first  seventy  or  more 
years  of  its  existence,  and  an  inspira- 
tion to  youth  in  its  love  for  America, 
its  history  and  its  ideals. 

There  are  in  our  Boston  school 
service  many  teachers  of  training, 
erudition  and  talent,  who  could  and 
would  produce  a  work  suitable  for 
the  class  room  based  upon  that 
splendid  story  of  the  birth  of  the 
nation.  There  are  other  histories 
available.  It  is  rather  difficult  to 
establish  in  one's  mind  how  Profes- 
sors Hart  and  Muzzey  have  written 
histories  so  alien  in  thought  and 
treatment  to  Bancroft,  who  was  so 
much  closer  to  the  period  in  ques- 
tion and  whose  sources  of  informa- 
tion and  correct  historical  data  far 
exceeded  those  of  the  above  gentle- 
men. The  story  as  stated  by  Ban- 
croft himself  as  to  his  investiga- 
tions and  studies,  both  in  this  coun- 
try and  in  Kngland,  even  into  the 
most  secret  archives  of  both  gov- 
ernments, would  stagger  the  modern 
historian.  For  this  reason  alone, 
the  American  people  prefer  Bancroft 
to  Hart  or  Muzzey.  The  petitioners 
ask,  as  I  do  now,  for  the  exclusion 
of  the  histories  in  question  from 
the  schools  of  Boston  on  the  ground 
that  said  books  ignore,  contradict, 
dilute  and  confuse  certain  estalJ- 
lished  and  accepted  facts  of  Ameri- 
can History;  are  inimical  to  the 
faith  of  youth  in  the  aims,  ob- 
jects, ideals  and  purity  of  motive 
of    the   leaders   of   the   American   Re- 


piil.lic  and  are  in  diioKa  t  ion  of  thc' 
iharacter,  spirit  and  service  and  sae- 
nllee  of  our  n:ition:il  heroes  and  of 
the    founders    of    th<;    Republic. 

I.iet  us  adhere  to,  reverence  and 
cherish  the  Ueclaratlon  of  Jndepend- 
s-nce.  It  must  live  in  the  minds  of 
tlie  adult,  and  particularly  In  the 
he-arts  of  the  .voung,  if  America  her- 
self is  lo  live  in  her  pristine  glory 
and    power. 

In  the  words  of  Bancroft,  "This 
immortal  state  paper  was  the  genuin*^ 
effusion  of  the  soul  of  the  country 
at  that  time  ....  The  assertion 
of  right  was  made  for  the  entire 
world  of  mankind  and  all  coming  gen- 
erations, without  any  exception  what- 
ever ;  for  the  proposition  which  admits 
of  exceptions  can  never  he  self-evident. 
As  it  was  put  forth  in  the  name  of 
the  ascendant  people  of  that  time,  it 
was  sure  to  make  the  circuit  of  the 
world,  passing  everywhere  through  the 
despotic  countries  of  Europe ;  and  the 
astonished  nations,  as  they  read  that 
all  men  are  created  equal,  started  out 
of  their  lethargy,  like  those  who  have 
been  exiles  from  childhood,  when  they 
suddenly  hear  the  dimly  remembered 
accents    of    their    mother   tongue." 

So  be  it.

NAMING    OP    NEW    SCHOOLS. 

The  following  was  offered : 
ORDERED,  That  the  new  elemen- 
tary school  on  Oakland  street,  Matta- 
pan,  in  the  Edmund  P.  Tileston  Dis- 
trict, be  named  the  Lowell  Mason 
School,  in  honor  of  Lowell  Mason,  an 
American  composer,  born  at  Medfield, 
Mass.,  Jan.  8,  1792,  first  teacher  of 
vocal  music  in  the  public  schools  of 
tlie  country,  who  introduced  this  sub- 
ject as  a  regular  branch  of  instruc- 
tion in  the  Hawes  Grammar  School, 
South  Boston,  in  1837,  and  continued 
as  a  teacher  of  music  in  the  Boston 
public  schools  probably  until  1850.  As 
a  boy  he  was  very  fond  of  music  and 
began  to  teach  it  while  quite  young. 
In  1821  his  Boston  Handel  and 
Haydn  Collection  of  cliurch  music  was 
published,  and  at  once  made  him  noted, 
and  enabled  him  to  leave  Savannah, 
where  he  had  taught  for  fifteen  years 
and  make  Boston  his  headquarters. 
Here  he  taught  children's  classes  with- 
out charge,  and  published  a  number 
of  music  books  for  children,  as  well 
as  glee  books,  and  over  twenty  books 
of  sacred  and  church  music.  A  large 
part  of  the  best  American  church 
music  is  Mason's.  He  died  at  Orange, 
N.  J.,  Aug.   11,  1872. 

That  the  new  elementary  school  on 
Church  and  Centre  streets,  West 
Roxbury,  in  the  Longfellow  District, 
be  named  the  Theodore  Parker 
School,  in  honor  of  Theodore  Parker, 
whose  church  formerly  occupied  this 
site,  Theodore  Parker  was  born  in 
Lexington,  Mass.,  on  Aug.  10  1810, 
and  died  in  Florence,  Italy,  on  May 
10,  1860.  His  grandfather  was  a 
Revolutionary  officer  and  was  pres- 
ent at  the  battle  of  Lexington.  His 
father  was  a  farmer  and  Theodore 
worked  on  the  farm,  going  to  the  dis- 
trict school  when  he  could  and  pick- 
ing up  a  knowledge  of  general  litera- 
ture when  he  was  only  eight  years  of 
age.  The  tuition  he  had  appears  to 
have  been  extremely  limited,  but  he 
was  a  remarkable  student  and  spend- 
ing all  his  spare  time  in  teaching  him- 
self actually  prepared  himself  for 
college,  so  that  in  1830  he  passed  the 
Harvard  entrance  examinations  and 
was  admitted.  Prom  1831  until  1837  he 
taught  in  different  schools  in  Boston, 


VVatcrlovvn  and  ••Isewhere.  ({eeoming 
dijcply  interested  in  religion,  he 
studied  at  a  divinity  .school  and  In 
June,  1H;J7,  was  ordained  a  minister  In 
a  Unitarian  Church  at  West  Roxbury. 
Mr.  Parker's  tendencies  were  wholly 
humanitarian  and  he  became  a  promi- 
nent figure  among  those  who  support- 
ed the  charitable  and  p.atriotic  move- 
ments of  the  time.  Although  he  was 
not  in  entire  sympathy  with  the 
policy  of  the  abolitionists  he  sus- 
tained the  cause  for  which  they 
struggled.  He  labored  in  the  interest 
of  peace,  temperance,  morality,  the 
rights  of  labor,  and  in  behalf  of  the 
poor.  He  was  earnest,  eloquent  and 
indefatigable  He  became  editor  of 
the  Mas.sachusetts  Quarterly  Review 
in  1849,  and  wrote  many  of  the  arti- 
cles which  appeared  in  it.  He  was 
one  of  the  notable  figures  of  his  day. 

That  the  new  elementary  school 
on  Armington  street,  corner  of  Web- 
ster place,  Allston,  in  the  Washing- 
ton Allston  District,  be  named  the 
Andrew  Jackson  School,  in  honor  of 
Andrew  .Jackson,  seventh  President 
of  the  United  States,  born  in  Wax- 
haw  County,  South  Carolina,  Mar. 
,15,  1767.  His  fatlier  was  Andrew 
Jackson,  an  Irishman  who  emigrated 
to  America  in  1765  and  died  in  1767. 
The  name  of  his  mother  was  Eliza- 
beth Hutchison.  Little  information 
is  obtainable  about  his  early  school- 
ing except  that  it  was  very  limited. 
According  to  Parton:  "He  learned  to 
read,  to  write  and  cast  account.s — 
little  more."  As  a  boy  of  thirteen 
he  took  up  arms  against  the  British 
in  the  closing  year  of  the  Revolu- 
tion and  w^as  captured  and  wounded. 
He  began  the  study  of  law  in  1785 
and  to  practise  in  Nashville,  Tenn., 
about  1788.  In  1797  he  became  a 
United  States  Senator  from  Tennes- 
see. He  resigned  from  the  Senate 
to  becom.e  a  Justice  of  the  Supreme 
Court  of  that  State,  serving  in  that 
capacity  from  1798  to  1804.  In  1813 
he  organized  a  volunteer  force  of 
3000  men  and  marched  against  the 
Creek  Indians.  He  defeated  them 
and  won  great  popularity.  In  1814 
he  was  appointed  a  Major-General 
in  the  regular  Army  and  directed  to 
oppose  the  British  who  were  operat- 
ing in  the  vicinity  of  the  Gulf  of 
Mexico.  He  seized  Pensacola,  which 
belonged  to  Spain,  but  w^hich  the 
British  were  using  as  a  base.  He 
added  to  his  military  fame  by  suc- 
cessfully defending  New  Orleans 
against  superior  forces  of  British 
veterans.  In  1817-1818  he  waged 
successful  war  against  the  Semi- 
noles.  He  was  appointed  Governor 
of  Florida  in   1821. 

In  1823  he  was  elected  to  the  Senate 
of  the  United  States  and  nominated 
for  the  Presidency  by  the  legislature 
of  Tennessee.  His  competitors  v/ere 
John  Quincy  Adams,  Henry  Clay  and 
William  H.  Crawford.  No  candidate 
had  a  majority  of  electoral  votes  and 
the  House  of  Representatives  chose 
Mr.  Adams.  In  182S  Andrew  Jackson 
was  elected  President  of  the  United 
States  and  he  was  re-elected  in  1832. 
During  his  administration  he  did  much 
to  strengthen  the  power  of  the  Fed- 
eral Government  and  repudiated  the 
doctrine  of  State  sovereignty,  preva- 
lent in  the  South.  He  opposed  relent- 
lessly the  United  States  Bank  then  u. 
operation.  He  succeeded  Thomas  Jef- 
ferson as  the  leader  of  the  Democratic 
Party  and  continued  that  leadership 
practically   to   the    time    of   his   death. 
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His  whole  life  was  one  long  public 
career,  and  he  was  certainly  one  ot 
the  most  forceful  characters  that  ever 
occupied  the  office  of  President.  He 
had  endured  the  greatest  hardships 
for  his  country  and  held  a  large  place 
in  the  hearts  of  his  countrymen.  What 
might  be  called  his  eccentricities  or 
originalities  only  added  to  his  popu- 
larity and  he  was  affectionately  called 
"Old  Hickory."  He  died  at  "The 
Hermitage,"  his  private  estate  near 
Nashville,  June  8,  1S45,  where  he  was 
buried.  The  State  of  Tennessee  pre- 
serves the  estate  as  a  Museum  of  Jack- 
son relics. 

That  the  new  elementary  school  on 
St.  Mary's  and  Mountfort  streets,  in 
the  Prince  District,  be  named  the  Will- 
iam McKinley  School,  in  honor  of 
William  McKinley,  25th  President  of 
tlie  United  States,  born  in  Niles,  Trum- 
bull County,  Ohio,  Jan.  29,  1S43.  He 
received  his  education  in  the  public 
schools  of  Niles,  Union  Seminary  and 
Alleghany  College.  For  a  short  time 
he  taught  in  the  public  schools.  On 
June  11,  1861,  he  enlisted  as  a  private 
with  the  23rd  Ohio  Volunteer  Infantry. 
On  July  25,  1864,  at  the  age  of  twenty- 
one  he  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of 
Captain.  He  served  on  the  staffs  of 
Generals  Rutherford  B.  Hashes,  George 
Crook,  W.  S.  Hancock.  On  Mar.  14, 
1865  he  was  brevetted  Major  of  the 
U.  S.  Volunteers  by  President  Lincoln 
for  gallantry  in  the  battles  of  Ope- 
quam.  Cedar  Creek  and  Fishers  Hill. 
His  entire  war  record  was  an  espe- 
cially brilliant  one.  He  studied  law 
and  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1867 
and  removed  to  Canton,  Ohio,  where 
he  made  his  home  the  rest  of  his  life. 
He  began  immediately  to  take  an  ac- 
tive interest  in  politics.  In  1876  he 
was  elected  to  Congress  and  for  four- 
teen years  continued  to  represent  his 
district  in  that  body.  He  was  a  high 
tariff  advocate  and  as  chairman  on  the 
Committee  on  Ways  and  Means  re- 
ported the  high  tariff  measure  known 
as  the  McKinley  Tariff  Bill.  In  1891 
he  was  elected  Governor  of  Ohio  and 
re-elected  in  1893.  In  1896  he  was 
nominated  for  the  Presidency  by  the 
Republicans  and  elected.  In  1900  he 
was    re-elected    President. 

In  September,  1901,  while  attend- 
ing the  Pan-American  Exposition  at 
Buffalo,  N.  Y.,  he  was  shot  by  an 
assassin,  with  whom  he  was  shaking 
hands,  and  died  from  the  effects  of 
his  wounds  a  few  days  later.  He 
was  buried  at  Canton,  Ohio.  It  was 
during  President  McKinley's  first 
term  that  the  Unitecl  States  deter- 
mined to  intervene  in  Cuba  and  war 
with  Spain  followed.  By  a  treaty 
of  peace  Spain  ceded  Porto  Rico  and 
the  Philippines  to  the  United  States. 
President  McKinley  was  a  patriot 
and  statesman  of  the  highest  order. 
He  was,  moreover,  a  man  of  most 
lovable  disposition.  His  sad  and 
cruel  death  from  an  assassin's  bul- 
let, and  the  Christian  fortitude  with 
which  he  bore  his  sufferings  and  ac- 
cepted death,  all  serve  to  enshrine 
his  memory  in  the  hearts  of  the 
American    people.
